THE MINNESOTA REPUBLICAN 
STATE CONVENTION. 

GOV. HUBBARD AND OTHER STATE OFFICERS 
RENOMINATED—A TARIFF ON LUXURIES 
AND FOR PROTECTION FAVORED. 

Sr. Paci, June 28.—Last night’s session 
ef the Republican State Convention was pro- 
tracted. At midnight not half the ticket 
had been completed. Upon reassembling 
early in the evening the report of the Com- 
mittee on Credentials was made, excluding 
the delegates from Benton and Morrison Coun- 
ties. The Committee on Kesolutions reported 
a platform indorsing the National Adminis- 
tration, approving the whisky and tobacco 
tax, declaring for a tariff for revenue so 
adjusted as to favor the development 
of manufactures, favoring civil service re- 
form and liberal appropriations for internal 
improvements, and favoring the submission 


of the question of prohibition to a popu- 
lar vote. A resolution introduced by a Win- 
dom man, condemning the increasing tendency 
of the Republican Party to bolt caucus nomina- 
tions and county instructions,wastabled. Gov. 
Hubbard was renominated by M. F. Chandler, 
and the nomination was made by acclama- 
tion. On motion of Congressman Washburn 
‘here were three ballots on Lieutenant-Gov 
ernor. Gilman got 95 votes on the first, 110 
on the second, and 127, a majority, on the 











third. The opposition was scattered 
among Comstock, Day, Burkman, Sta- 
cy, and Newell. The balloting on 


Lieutenant-Governor was slow and consumed 
the time until nearly midnight. Fred Vor- 
baumbach was neminated for Secretary of 
State by acclamation; W.J. Hahn, for At- 
torney-General; J. H. Baker, for Railroad 
Commissioner, and Charles Kittleson, for 
Treasurer. The plank in the platform regard- 
ing the revenue system says: 

‘* We believe in maintaining a system of internal 


revenue levied upon articies of luxury, such 
as whisky and tobacco, together with a 
eystem of duties upon imports so applied 


as to provide revenue for the necessary expenses of 
the Government, and so adjusted as to encourage 
the development of the manufacturing and labor 
\nterests of the whole country.”’

Des Moines, June 28.—Some of the rabid 
Probibitionists say they would have liked the 
resolutions of the Republican convention bet- 
ter if they had been a little stronger. They 
ceclare, however, that they are satisfied now 
that Senator Allison, Congressman Kasson, 
aud others. heretofore so mute, have promised 
to work for the platform of principles. Con- 
gressman Henderson said this morning that 
he would support the platform on account of 
its audacity, if nothing else. The Davenport 
delegates declare that saltpetre would not save 
the party now. Judge Day is altogether too 
much of a Spartan toshow that he has been 
stabbed, but his friends went home angry 
and but for the fact that the Ninth 
District people are in need of a good man to 
defeat Congressman Pusey next year, they 
would sulk in their tents by the Missouri this 
Fall.

THE SYRUGGLE IN NEW-HAMPSHIRE. 
WO MATERIAL CHANGE IN THE SITUATION— 
ROLLINS’S WEAKNESS. 

Concorp, June 28.—The. Senatorial situ- 
ation is unchanged. Two votes were taken 
to-day with no result. On the first Bingham 
had 113, Rollins 99, Patterson 33, Driggs 28, 
Stevens 16, Marston 14, Prescott 2, Bell, Smith, 
Doe, and Ladd 1 each. On the second trial 
Bingham fel! off 11, Rollins 9, Briggs 2, Ste- 
yens, Marston, and Preston leach. Owing to 
the Fourth of July coming next week there 
will hardly be anything more of real im- 
portance before a week from Tuesday, uniess 
something new occurs. Every one confesses 
that a new man wili probably be taken up, 


but nobody as yet ventures to name him. 
Senator Patterson is the only candidate 
so far who has made any decided 
pain. The Rollins men say that when he 
becomes formidable they will attack his 
record, if necessary, in the joint convention. 
His friends retort that if this is done the coun- 
ter-attack will not only be quick to come but 
of such a nature that it cannot be denied or 
escaped. Any such bad blood is deprecated 
on all sides, where the personal assaults which 
embittered the Senatorial fights im 1872 and 
1879 are remiembered. Rollins’s trusted fol- 
lowers, with all the wavering ones left out, 
met in his rooms to-night. Just 19 were pres- 
ent. Mr. Rollins made a speech reciting bis 
long and distinguished services in Congress, 
which was expected, as one of those present 
said, “*to make us believe that Rollinsisa 
great man.” Exhortations were made by sev- 
eral of those present, and a committee was 
appointed to look after the faltering Rollins 
men ip the several county delegations. Noth- 
ing was really done, and no further attempts 
were made to pledge members to vote tor 
whoever may be Rollins’s second choice. That 
bas been tried ana failed. One of Rollins’s 
pest friends said to-night that he should go to 
some one else just as soon as any ome was pre- 
sented with any show of success except the 
three anti-caucus leaders.

MEETING OF READJUSTERS. 

R:icnmonp, Va., June 28.—A iarge num- 
ber of representative Readjusters beld a meet- 
jug here to-night to consider matters pertain- 
ing to the welfare of the party. The meeting 
was composed majaly of Chairmen of county 
organizations, and about two-thirds of the 
counties in the State were represented. The 
meeting was held with closed doors, but it is 
understood that the objects were mainiy to 
arrange matters so as to avoid the necessity of 
a State Convention, to adopt nians fer mak- 
ing nominations for the next Legislature, and 
to cut out other campaign work.

PROHIBITIONISTS CONVENTION, 

WarrensecreG, Mo., June 28.—The State 
Convention of the Prohibitionists was well 
attended yesterday. The report of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions was adopted. The res- 
plutions pledge the members to the probibi- 
bory principle, and where © party to which 
they may belong arrays itself against prohibi- 
tion the members declare their purpose of ig- 
poring that party. They further piedge their 
individual and organized efforts for the defeat 
of any candidate for the Lexisiature who re- 
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fuses to declare in writing that he will, if 
elected, work for submission to the people of 
the guestion of a reper A amendment. 
They condemn the aetion of the Democratic 
State Committee in the last campaign for sup- 
porting the liquor traffic in opposition to the 
sentiments of .the party as expressed by the 
State Convention, and they demand a more 
rigid enforcement of the liquor law. 

A committee was appointed to mature a 
plen for the organization of a Colored Prohib- 
itory Alliance, and one to take charge of the 
matter of a constitutional amendment.

THE SCOTT LIQUOR TAX DECISION. 
THE DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THE POND LAW 
AND THE SCOTT LAW EXPLAINED. 

CoLumsvs, June 28.—The Supreme 
Court to-day gave out its opinion on the Scott 
liquor tax law, holding it to be valid and 
constitutional, except the second section, 
wherein it is held not toapply to leases exe- 
cuted prior to the passage of the act, as no 
centract made can be violated. Leases, how- 
ever, entered into subsequent to the passage of 
the law come within its purview the same as 
rentals wherein the collection of a tax is the 
first lien on the premises. The court held 


that to subject the freehold to the 
payment of these assessments when 
made against the tenant for carry- 
ing on business upon premises leased 


prior to the passage of a statute would be 
an unwarrantable interference with private 
property, subjecting one man’s property to 
payment of another's debts. If that infirmity 
can be taken out of the statute by applying it 
only to cases arising under leases executed 
after the passage of the statute, the court holds 
it to be its duty to soconstrue it. Every pre- 
sumption must be taken in favor of the va- 
lidity of the statute. It will be presumed that 
the legislative intent was to apply the statute 
to subsequent leases only if necessary to pre- 
serve it from constitutional objection. It will 
never be presumed that the Legislature in- 
tended to pass an unconstitutional taw. 

‘Tbe opinion goes intoa long argument show- 
ing the difference between the Scott law and the 
Pond law—that the latter with its bond feature 
implied lieense, which is constitutionally pro- 
hibited; that the Scott law differs fundament- 
ally on this ground, and is in no sense license 
according to the best authorities on the defini- 
tion of license. The point is made that declar- 
ing one section partiy null and void does not 
destroy the validity of the law as a whole, and 
its legality is not thereby affected. 

Justice O’Key dissents from, and Mcllvain, 
Doyle, and Upson concur in theopinion. Last 
year the decision was four to one against the 
constitutionalitv of the Pond law. 

CincinnaTI, Ohio, June 28.—The saloon- 
keepers’ tax paid in to-day amounted to $104,- 
800, The Board of Public Works has prepared 
an ordinance to appropriate $100,000 of this 
money to the street-repairing fund. '

SLUGGING IN ATLANTA POLITICS. 

AtLanta, Ga., June 28.—For 10 years the 
city officers of Atlanta have been practically 
unchanged. The city charter makes the officers 
ineligible for re-election, but this provision 
has been evaded by serving terms with depu- 
ties. The present Council, composed of new 


elements and headed by Mayor Goodwin, have 
made up a slate of new officers, to the chagrin 
of ex-Mayor English and the outgoing officers. 
As a result, deep feeling exists and serious 
charges are whispered. To-day Councilman 
Gray, suddeniy meeting ex-Mayor English on 
the street, slapped his face. English vigor- 
ously resented by slugging Gray between the 
eves and grasping him by the collar as he fell, 
retaining his cravat in his hand. By this 
time City Attorney Newman, a one-armed 
ex-Confederate, stood in the breach and held 
the combatants off. ‘*Here’s your cravat,” 
said English. ** Thank you; I’ll’see you later,” 
said Gray, as he passed on, wiping blood from 
his face. The election takes place next week, 
and more slugging is looked for.

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CASTING AWAY A SCHOONER.

A CAPTAIN ARRAIGNED FOR PURPOSELY 
RUNNING HIS VESSEL AGROUND. 
PHILADELHBIA, June 28.—Capt. Lewis Bark- 
er, of the lost schooner Mary D. Leach, was ar- 
raigned before United States Commissioner Ed- 
monds, to-day, on the charge of “willfully and 
corruptly casting away and destroying an Ameri- 
can vessel, of which he was not the owner.” 
The arrest came about through the pres- 
entation to the Commissioner and Marshal 


Kerns of an affidavit made by Croscomb A. 
Smith, who swore that Barker, whose home 
is in this city, on May 26 purposely ran bis vessel 
upon areef on the coast of the United States of 
Coiombia, in the Caribbean Sea. Theschooner be- 
longed to Warner & Merritt, of this city, and left 
Philadelphia on April 21 for the island of San 
Andreas, where she received a cargo of more 
than 200,000 cocoa-nutsa. While there Capt. 
Barker ordered a medicine chest, several 
barrels, and some rolls of new canvas 
to be removed from his schooner to the brigantine 
Sefiorita, Capt. George Wiltbank, another one of 
Warner & Merritt’s veasels. The Leach then 
sailed for Old Providence, where she left the only 
anchor she had. After departing from O1d Provi- 
dence and when a few miles at sea, Smith, 
who was the first mate. says Capt. Barker. 
standing at the wheel, asked him if he could 
keep a secret. Smith says he replied that he 
could. Then Barker is represented to have said: 
“T want to tack ship now that your watch js on 
deck. This will be the lest tack the Mary D. 
Leach will ever make.”’ Smith asked him where 
he intended to run her, and Barker replied that 
he would put her on Old Providence Reef, and he 
did so a few minutes later. But she got off, and 
on a second tack he again ran her aground. 
Then he sent four men back to Old 
Providence for assistance. When they returnec 
the schooner was a wreck. Two sailors named 
August Wolf and Martin Nelson, who were on the 
schooner when she ran on the reef, testified sub- 
stantially to the same facts covered in the affiday t 
of Smith, except as to the conversation in which 
the purpose to wreek the vessel was disclesed. 
Smith was not present at the hearing. It was 
stated privately that Smith had since morning 
denied the truth of his affidavit under the plea that 
he was intoxicated at the time he made it. A 
further bearing will be held to-day. The schooner 
was insured for $6,000 and the eargo for $12,000.

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NEWS OF THE OLD WORLD 


THE PAUPER EMIGRATION FROM 
IRELAND. 

MR. TREVELYAN DENIES THAT WORK-HOUSE 
INMATES HAVE BEEN SHIPPED TO 
AMERICA WITHOUT MONEY. 

Lonpon, June 28.—Mr. Trevelyan, Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, replying in the Ho:se 
of Commons this afternoon to a question by 
Mr. Cowen as to whether it was truetbat pau- 
per emigrants had been sent to America with 
the knowledge and consent of the Government, 
said the reports about the landing of paupers 
in America were greatly exaggerated. He 
stated that the steamer Anchoria took no in- 
mates of any Work-house, and that all emi- 
grants sent by the Commissioners had been 
supplied with funds. No paupers had been 
sent out by the Boards of Guardians. He 
also stated that no definite offer for 
sending emigrants to Canada had been 
received from the Dominion Government. 
Mr. Trevelyan also said that telegrams from 
America on the subject should be received 
with t caution. He said the Furnessia 
took out 421 emigrants, of whom only five 
families had been in the Work-house, and in 
each of these cases friends in America had 
offered them homes. He had himself seen all 
the tickets of the emigrants, including railway 
tickets from the other side. ‘they had also 
checks for the full amount of the landing allow- 
ance, which foradults is £1 and for children 
10s. each. Mr. Trevelyan said that questions 
relating to the action of the American Gov- 
ernment in the matter should be addressed to 
the Foreign Office, as his business was simply 
to ascertain whether the administrative de- 
tails of Irish emigration were carried out as 
far as possible. Mr. Lowther, Conservative, 
gave notice that he would at an early day call 
attention to the subject. 

DvuBLIN, June 28.—The Secretary of the 
Tuke fund declares that all emigrants who 
have been assisted to go to America by the 
fund have been sent direct to relatives or 
friends in that country, and have been pro- 
vided with money on landing. > 

The Wexford Korough Club has chosen by 
a unanimous vote a brother of Mr. Redmond, 
the Irish National League’s- representative in 
Australia, as the candidate of the National 
Party for the seat in the House of Commons 
tor the borough made vacant by the resigna- 
tion of Mr. Healy. 

Lonpon, June 29.—The steamer Toronto, 
which sailed from Liverpool yesterday for 
Quebec and Montreal, has on board 350 emi- 
grants, 220 of whom are sent out by the Lon- 
don Samaritan Society. She will take on 
board 100 nfore at Belfast. ' 

QUEENSTOWN, June 28.—Much excitement 
was caused here to-day by a report that James 
Carey, the informer, was among the passen- 





gers who embarked for America, Carey’s 
whereabouts could not be traced.

Lonpon, June 28.—The Standard’s cor- 
respondent at Rome says the Pope is indis- 
posed. He is much disturbed by the state of 
affairs in Ireland and France. 

The House of Lords to-day rejected the bill 
permitting marriage with a deceased wife’s 
sister on its third reading, by a vote of 145 
nays to 140 yeas. 

The Syndic of Dervie, Italy, has been sus- 
pended from office, owing to the recent fatal 
fire at a puppet show there, which is attributed 
to negligence on his part. 

At a meeting of British ship-owners to-day, 
opinions were received from eminent English 


counsel which were decidedly against Count 
de Lessens’s monopoly of the work of con- 
stracting canals across the Isthmus of Suez. 
A committee of the ship-owners will forthwith 
demand power to construct a second canal. 

The court-martial which has been irvesti- 
gating the cause of the stranding of her 

(ajesty’s dispatch steamer Lively, near Stor- 
noway, in the early part of this month, finds 
that the vessel was lost through an error of 
the pilot, but that the officers of the Lively 
are answerable for her loss in not closely 
watching the pilot. The commander and 
navigating Lieutenant ofithe Lively are there- 
fore dismissed trom their ship. 

A correspondent at Berlin says the arrest of 
M. Krazewski, the Polish author, and others 
has led to the belief that a conspiracy exists 
for betraying secrets relative to the German 
military organization. Twenty arrests were 
made at Berlin and Dresden yesterday of per- 
sons supposed to be connected with the con- 
spiracy, and other arrests have been made at 
Halle, Hanover, and Cologne. 

A desperate attempt has been made in a car- 
riage of a railway train running from Calais 
to Paris to murder and rob the Rev. Mr. 
Witchborne, an English clergyman. A man 
attacked Mr. Witchborne with a chisel, stab- 
bing him five times. The assassin tried to 
make his escape when the train arrived at 
Amiens, but was captured after a_ terrific 
struggle. The wounds of the clergyman are 
very dangerous, and it is not expected that he 
will survive them. His assailant is also an 
Englishman. He has attempted to commit 
suicide by shooting himself with a revolver. 
He now lies in a precarious condition. 

St. PETERSBURG, June 23.—The damage by 
the great fire which broke out a few days ago 
on the islard of Gutujewsky is now estimated 
at 10,000,000 rubles. 

Placards have appeared in Warsaw inciting 
the people to a general revolt and to an alli- 
ance with the Nihilists. 

VIENNA, June 28.—The trial of Lieut. Bol- 
gar, the editor of a military journal, for 
killing Lieut.-Col, Schiayer in a duel on 
May 24, was finished tc-day. Lieut. Bol- 
gar in his ad had criticised the ap- 
pointment of Col. Schlayer to command a 
regiment which was about to be organized. 
Col. Schlayer challenged the author of the 
criticism, and the witnesses examined in the 
trial were unanimous that he forced the fight. 
Lieut. Bolgar was acquitted. 

Paris, June 28.—Le Paris says that Earl 
Granville, the British Foreign Secretary, has 
refused to comply with a request of the Mar- 
quis Tseng, the Chinese Ambassadcr, to re- 
monstrate in a friendly manner with France 
in regard to her course in Annam. 

BERLIN, June 28.—The committee of the 
upper house of the Landtag has approved the 
Church bill, and its unanimous passage is cer- 
tain.

THE CHOLERA IN EGYPT. 

Damietta, June 28.—QOne hundred and 
twenty-nine deaths have occurred here during 
the last 24 hours, 113 of which were from 
cbolera. 

Port Saip, June 28.—An order has been is- 


sued prohibiting any person from proceeding 
from bere to other towns in Egypt. 

IsMAILIA, June 28.— Vessels proceeding from 
bere to Suez are forbidden to communicate 
with the stations on the canal, owing to fears 
that cholera may thus be spread. ; 

Lonpon, June 28.—In consequence of a sus- 
picious death at Tantah, Egvpt, several. fami- 
lies have left that place for Greece. 

Matta, June 28.—Vessels arriving here 
from Turkish and Egyptian ports will be

ALEXANDRIA, June 29.—There were 54 
deaths at Damietta yesterday. It is thought 
at Cairo that the epidemic will be localized, 
but the British troops are preparing cholera 
camps in the surrounding country.

THE FRANCO-CHINESE QUARREL. 

Lonpon, June 29.—The Chinese Lega- 
tion in London has received a telegram from 
Shanghui stating that the report of the settle- 
ment of the Tonquin question had no founda- 
tion. It is stated that M. Tricou, the French 


Ambassador at Shanghai, behaved with great 
rudeness toward Li Hung Chang, who refused 
to meet the French Ambassador again. There 
has been no interview between them in the 
last 10 days. Li Hung Chang is returning to 
Tientsin because he sees no chance of reaching 
an understanding-with M. Tricou. 

Panis, June 28.—La France comments upon 
the report that Russia has consented to offer 
its good offices in ‘the difficulties be- 


tween China and France, and says the 
former had intended to ask the mediation of 
America, but the anti-Chinese measures 
adopted by the United States Congress have 
caused a certain coolness between the two na- 


sions,

POSTMASTER PEARSON'S ENEMIES. 
ES 
THE PRESIDENT AGAIN DENIES THAT HE 
CONTEMPLATES MAKING A CHANGE. 

WASHINGTON, June 28, — Postmaster 
Pearson is not in such danger of removal as 
some of his enemies would wish. The assur- 
anees of the President directly contra- 
dict those of the presumptuous ‘ boys” 
who were recently here, and who are 
reported to have been here for the purpose of 
having Mr. Pearson dismissed. On every 
occasion upon which the President has been 
asked whether any change was to be made 
in the New-York Federal offices, he has very 


explicitly stated that he had no _ puir- 
pose of disturbing either Mr. Robert- 
son or Mr. Yearson. These assurances 


are repeated to-day, and particularly with 
reterence te Mr. Pearson. Moreover, it should 
be stated for the President that he says he did 
not see O’Brien, Biglin, McCord, and Dady 
during their recent visit to the capital. It 
will be unpleasant for the ‘boys’ to 
hear this report, for they rather proudly 
boasted, during their visit here, that they had 
seen ‘‘ the boss,’’ by appointment, and some of 
the Post Office Department people, who are 
unfriendly to Mr. Pearson, have rather 
rashly concluded that O’Brien and company 
exerted their ‘‘ influence’ with such poten- 
cy as to settle Mr. Pearson’s case be- 
yond peradventure. If Mr. Pearson is not 


to be removed, he is to be required to make it, 


plain that he was not connected with any com- 
pany engaged in business that can be regard- 
ed as interfering with the United States 
postal service. The Postmaster-General 
has already communicated with Mr. 
Pearson to ascertain from him ali the facts. 
With a malevolence that may be explained, 
but which has not yet been explained, Mr. 
Pearson has been represented as being 
personally and financially interested in 
outside service, when he has already 
flatly asserted that he was not so con- 
nectea. The inquiry to he made wiil 
be directed to the purpose of ascertaining 
whether Mr. Pearson was in any way inter- 
ested in the United States Delivery Company 
as a branch or part of the Manhattan District 
Telegraph Company. [fthis incuiry is settied 
in Mr. Pearson’s favor, it is not likely 
that there will beany change in the New-York 
Post Office. If the investigation can be made 
use of to carry the spite of enemies, the effort 
to blacken and drive Mr. Pearson from office 
will not be lost, for he has no lack of earnest 
foes near the seat of Government.

DISHONEST TOBACCO-DEALERS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., June 28,—Detsctive 
W. B. Spittall, of Spittall’s agency, acting under 
instruction from P. Lorillard & Co., the New-York 
manufacturers, has been since June 1 investigating 
complaints that a large number of wholesale and 
retail tobacco-dealers of this city have been carry- 
ing on an underhand traffic in plug tobacco, to the 
damage of tie Lorillards. The allegations, which 
were amply substantiated by investigation, were 


that unscrupulous dealers were in the habit of 
removing the tin tags from plug tohacco manufac- 
tured by firms in New-York and Richmond, Va., 
and substituting the yellow and red round and 
hexagonal tags which had been taken from Loril- 
lard tobacco. The tags were bought from boys, 
who had picked them up in the street or 
had got them from chewers. Agents for the 
deteetive bought plugs of eounterfeit tobaeco from 
Samuel Sheppard, at Third and Monroe streets; C. 
M. Fauth, No. 718 South Fifih-street; J. B. Heyl, 
No. 521 South Second-street, and others who have 
not yet been arrested. A boy sold alot of tags in 
Heyi’s store. Warrants were obtained from Magis- 
trate Lennon on which Fauth, Hey!, and Sheppard 
were arrested to-day under the act of Assembly of 
Maroh, 1860, making it a misdemeanor to substitute 
the trademarks or brands of one dealer or manu/az- 
turer for those of another, or to counterfeit them. 
The penalty is a fine of $100, and imprisonment not 
exceeding one year. After an examination at 
whieh both sides were represented vy counsel the 
— men were held under $600 bail each ior 
trial.

CENTURY CLUB'S STEWARD 
BT eesbes 
DISMISSED AFTER PREFERRING 
CHARGES AGAINST A MEMBER. 
AN AFFIDAVIT THAT EXPLAINED HOW 
ISAAC NEWTON’S NAME DID NOT AP- 
PEAR ON THE DELINQUENT LIST. 
James Hearne, the steward of the Century 
Club, an organization mainly composed of 
artists and literary men, which has its 


house in East Fifteenth-street, was dis- 
missed from its service June 18, 
Two days before he received a note 


from William Betts Lawrence, the Chairman 
of the House Committee, intorming him 
that his services would not be required 
efter that date. On Dec. 23, 1882, 
Hearne sought Henry A. Oakley, the 
Treasurer of the club, at his apartments 
in the Berkeley Hotel, in Fifth-avenue, and 
made a voluntary statement to him to the 
effect thet Isaac Newton, Chief Engineer of 
the Croton Aqueduct, and at the time Chair- 
man of the House Committee, was delinquent 
in alarge amount. Hearne displayed a book 
in which Mr. Newton’s indebtedness was 
placed at $1,231 50. 

Hearne, in relating his story of the affair at 
his home, No. 215 East Nineteenth-street. last 
evening, said these facts were presented 
at a meeting of the Board of Managers 
of the club, held in Mareb, and 


a committee of investigation was appointed, 
consisting of Henry A. Oakley, Stephen P. 
Nash, and Francis F. Marbury, Sr. Hearne 
was told to be ready with his charges to pre- 
sent at a meeting of the committee, 
April 9, and on the 7th he went be- 
fore Adolph Kiendle, a notary public of 
Kings County, and made an affidavit, in which 
he said that he was appointed steward 
Sept. 8, 1879. Newton had been Chair- 
man of the House Committee for eight 
months previous, and continued to be until 
Jan. 1 last. The affidavit went on: ‘* That 
during deponents entire term as such steward 
said Isaac Newton was supplied with liquors, 
wines, cigars, meals, billiards, &c., in the as- 
sociation rooms for his own use and 
on his own orders, and said Isaac New- 
ton invited other members to partake 
of the same with him. He generally signed 
cards as acknowledgments sbowing the 
amount due from him to the associa- 
tion. In accordance with its custom 
these cards were retained by depo- 
nent at the bar,: and they showed an 
indebtedness to the association from said New- 
ton of more than one tkousand dollars, 
($1,000;) that Newton, at the end of each 
month, as deponent is informed and _ be- 
lieves, took the signed cards away from 
the bar where they were kept, but never 
paid the amounts called for by said cards or 
either of them, nor did he pay the amount 
due from him to the association, or any part, 
but he allowed the same to remain whel- 
ly unpaid; that deponent verily believes 
the object said Newton had in taking away said 
cards was to prevent his name from appearing 
or being placed on the list of delinquent mem- 
bers, which list deponent prepares and hangs 
in the rooms of the association by special 
order of the Board of Management; that said 
cards were not taken from the bar when de- 
ponent was present nor from deponent per- 
sonally, but were taken from said bar in de- 
ponent’s absence and from the boys at the 
bar. 

** Deponent further says,” continues Hearne’s 
affidavit, *‘that independent of the supplies 
above mentioned, the said Isaac Newton or- 
dered and requested and received supplies 
from said association for which he refused 
to sign cards to an amount, as near as de- 
ponent can estimate from his knowl- 
edge and observations, of at least $1,000 in ad- 
dition to the above mentioned indebtedness of 
about $1.000; that said Newton in the month 
of September, 1882, took from the bar while 
deponent was present a package of signed 
ecards acknowledging receipts of supplies from 
the association to the amount of $243 76, but 
never paid nor offered to pay the amount 
called for by said cards nor any part thereof, 
and the whole still remains unpaid. That 
said isaac Newton habitually borrowed 
money for his personal use in sums of 
$5 to $20, averaging each month from 
250 to $380 actually loaned him; that he also 
had all his telegraph dispatches forwarded 
from the office, prepaid by money borrowed, 
averaging from $1 50 to $5 per month; 
that said Newton sometimes had unpaid 
dispatches sent to him at theassociation which 
were paid for out of the office cash, amount- 
ing to about $3 per week; that aside 
from these various matters the said 
Newton had most of his checks cashed 
at the office, and generaily in case there was 
not sufficient funds on hand deponent would 
cash said check at the Bank of the Metropolis 
for Isaac Newton's accommodation.” 

For this latterservice Hearne put statements 
in the letter-box monthly, and Newton paid 
the obligations. 

The affidavit continues: ‘‘That said Isaac 
Newton never paid one cent at any time on ac- 
count of supplies, &c., furnished him at his 
request. ‘the only payments made by him 
were for cash borrowed by him, and money 
paid out for him at his request and 
the amount due for supplies remains 
wholly unpaid; that most ail of the al- 
leged facts are within the knowledge of, 
and are well known to, four employes, 
to wit: Frank Travers, six years in the house; 
Thomas Foley, two years in the house; Peter 
A. Wilkinson, two years in the house, and 
Francis Wallace, four months in the bouse; 
that the fact that Isaac Newton refused to 
sign for supplies furnished him at his request 
is fully known by colored waiters in the house.” 

Tne by-laws require and it was the duty 
of Mr. Newton. in his capacity as Chair- 
man of the House Committee, to re- 
port delinquent members monthly, and 
this, Hearne swears, he wholly failed 
todo so. Aecording to the by-laws Hearne 
was forbidden to keep any _ account 
with members of the association, and, 
therefore, he never kept any. The 
aftidavit concluded: ‘‘That for weeks at a 
time the said Isaac Newton ordered and di- 
rected deponent to provideand prepare break- 
fast and lunches in deponent’s private room 
for said Newton, but said Newton has never 
paid for the same nor any part thereof.” 

Other members whose checks were cashed 
by the Steward as an accommodation were 
named as follows: T. M. Coan, George Booth, 
Dr. Parker, Launt Thompson, J. L. Fitch, C, 
K. Gracie, F. A. Stone, and Dr. Russell. 

Mr. Newton’s term expired Jan. 1, and Wil- 
liam Betts Lawrence then took his place as 
Chairman of the House Committee. When 
asked why he made the voluntary state- 
ment to Mr. Oakley, Hearne said it was 
because he deemed it his duty. Mr. Newton’s 
term was about to expire and he thought the 
manager of tho club ought to know of his de- 
linquencies. Hearne said that Newton did not 
sign for one-half what he received; he refused 
to sign for the barmen and waiters, and car- 
ried on the same practice with Frank Travis 
and Peter Wilkinson during months of 


his time preyieus to the arrival of 
Hearne. Frank Travis, first ee: 
Thomas Foley, second bar-keeper, and bar- 


keepers Peter A. Wilkinson, and Francis Wal- 


Jace, Hearne said, made statements in 
support of his charges, and Lloyd 
Glasgow, a colored man, _ the head 


waiter, testified that Newton had been served 
without signing checks. On the day that 
Hearne left the club’s service, Mr. Lawrence 
told him that he was not satisfied with 
him and that the bar accounts. were not 
satisfactory. Nocharges were made against 
him of dishonest, and he denied that any such 
allegatious could be made against him. There 
had been en inclination to throw discredit 
on his statements, judging from the informa- 
tion imparted to him. His statement was 


made long before his dismissal. While 
Newton was Chairman of the House 
Committee he was the superior 


of the steward, therefore, Hearne said, he was 
hardy in a position to stop the practices 
of the former. Newton was a member of 
the House committee for four years. 
In 1879 there was a_ profit at tho 
bar of $1,472 46; in 1880 a loss of €832 61; in 
1881 a loss of $42 57, and in 1882 a loss of 
$58T 60. By a new set of figures, ar- 
ranged by Mr. Newton, the purchase 
} price of liquors was increased 25 
per cent. and the selling pres reduced 25, 
making a difference of 50. The Board of 















Management thought 100 drinks ought to 
be made to a gallon. The maximum 
allowance by bar people was 60. There 
were 96 ounces in a_ gallon. Mem- 
bers were permitted to help themselves, 
and some took two and _ three ounces 
which reduced the number of drinks to 45 and 
50. Newton used to take away flasks of whis- 
ky, Hearne said, and never even paid for 
postage stamps. 

Mr. Henry A. Oakley, the Treasurer, and 
one of the investigating committee, declined 
to say anything on the subject. He said it 
was a matter which concerned the mem- 
bers of the club alone, and he did 
not think it of enough consequence to 
be worthy of the attention of the 
newspapers. Mr. Marbury and Mr. Nash 
would say nothing. Mr. -Lawrence said 
the steward was discharged, without stat- 
ing the reasons, which, however, were 
sufficient. There were enough deficiencies in 
his accounts to make up the amounts charged 
by Hearne against Mr. Newton. His dismissal 
was known to few members of the club and had 
nothing to do with the affidavit about Mr. 
Newton. Mr. Lawrence did not believe the 
charges against Mr. Newton were true. 

Mr. Newton characterized any statements 
that might have been made by Hearne as false- 
hoods and deciined to mix up in the affair. 
Mr. Newton is said to have deposited a check 
for $1,000 pending an investigation, and Mr. 
Lawrence is said to have paid $125 for an ac- 
count due from Mr. Newton while the lattér 
was away in Florida. 

No meetings of theclub will be held until 
October, as the Board of Management has ad- 
journed uxtii that time. 








J. VANDERBIL1T’S ESTATE. 


DISPOSING OF HIS HOUSE, BRIC-A-BRAC, 
PICTURES, AND WORKS OF ART. 

HARTFORD, June 28.—Twenty-five or thirty 

years ago Cornelius J. Vanderbilt used to come to 


C. 





Hartford frequently to look after proverty 
belonging to his father, the old Commo- 
dore. At the same time he devoted an 


occasional hour to little matters of the heart, 
which finally gave him a bride in the person 
of pretty Mary Williams, a local belle. 
In those days Cornelius Vanderbilt was dif- 
ferent from the man he became in after 
years. He had many friends here, and when he 
decided to build a neat cottage on a lot 
which his father had given him and ebe- 
come a permanent resident Hartford people 
wero delighted. But Cornelius Vanderbilt’s 
true nature soon developed and exhibited itself. 
He became a monomaniac on the subject 
of money. For himself he cared, and his 
own desires he satisfied. Those of his 
wife were not infrequently ignored utterly, and 
heart-broken by his harsh treatment the pretty 
bride soon went down with a_ erushed 
spirit. Many stories are current in Hartford 
illustrating the petty meannesses practiced by Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt in his home life. He earried the 
keys to the pantry of the house, and teas and 
sugars he weighed out for the househeld with 
his own hands and in stinting measure. Fre- 


quentiy, itis alleged, no meat was to be found on 
his table. His own meals he could procure at 
restaurants. Finally, he determined to move to 
New-York with h's fumiiy. His career there and 
its termination in suieide at the Glemham Hotel 
are well known. In 1876 he decided to return to 
Hartford. He directed the erection of a large 
and magnificent mansion ou the site of his old 
cottage, and directed that it should be superbly 
furnished. This work has just been completed. 
and he was iu readiness to move here when he 
shot himself. 

Before the new mansion was finished, how- 
ever, Cornelius Vanderoilt had thrown away 
much of his fortune, and a mortgage of $25,000 
was placed upon the property here. George 
N. Terry, Vanderbiit’s legetee, received the house, 
subject to this lien, and it was at his request that 


Samuel I. Colt. a Providence Executor of 
the estate, decided to dispose of the 
house at public sale to-day, together with 


its furniture and Mr. Vanderbilt’s collection of 
bric-A-brac. A crowd of several hundred persons 
Was present, not only from this city. but 
from New-York, Boston, and elsewhere, including 
ex-Lieut.-Goy. William. H. Bulkeley, Mayor Bulke-

YALE, ALTHOUGH AT FIRST AHEAD, 
BEATEN AFTER THE FIRST MILE. 

New-Lonpon, June 28.—The Harvard-Yale 
race is over, and Harvard has given Yale a laying: 
out that will last fora twelvemon‘h at least, and 
will very likely prove the death of the miserable 
jerky stroke pulled by the Yale crew. There 
never was a prettier race rowed at New-Londono 
or anywhere else,norone under better auspices, 
nor one better managed, nor one less satisfaetory 
to a large majority of the spectators. The rain of 
last night was all gone when day broke, and the 
sun shone bright and warm. There was soue- 
thing of a west wind blowing, but not enough te 
interfere with the race. The town was quite full 
of strangers in the morning, but they kept coming 
in allday, and by the middle of the afternoon the 
main street was like our own Broadway, with some 
slight differences, 

Out of every ten persons met in the street, 
nine wore blue ribbons. There were charming 
young damsels with blue dresses, blue parasois, 
and blue ribbons. There were others with orna- 
ments of red, and a few. only a few, with blua 
dresses and red hair, so that it was hard to tel 
which crew they yelled for, for they did yell, most 
of them, while the race was in progress, develop: 
ing some powerful though untrained voices. Earls 
in the afternoon a special train of 17 cars came is 
from New-Haven, bringing more than a thousand 
sympathizers with the Connecticut collegians, 
Yale colors and Harvard eolors flitted about the 
corridors of the Crocker House. Red flags and 
blue flags floated everywhere. The predominance 
of these lively colors made the scene an unusually 
pretty one. Everybody was as good-natured as 
possible, and there was not a sign of a 
fight or a disturbance anywhere. There were 
probably 10,000 strangers here to see the race, 
and that they all managed to see it comfortably 
and to be reasonably well fed and housed reflects 
great credit upon the people of New-Londoa 
whose town officers had the direction of every: 


thing. A large numberof the prominent newspa: 
pers of the country had correspondents here. and 
the press arrangements were under the charge of a 
neat and tasty little gentleman named Pag, who 
wore a dazzling suit of white flannel, which made 
him more conspicuous than his rather limited size 
really seemed to warrant. 

Both crews were weighed yesterday, and the 
following statistics concerning them were given at 
their respective boat-houses:

At 4:45 o’clock the steamers selected to follow 
the boats over the course left the New-London 
dock and steamed upthe river. There were five 
or six of them, including the judges’ boat, the 
press boat, and the Yale, Harvard,;and Columbia 
steam launches. When the press boat reached the 
starting-point the Harvard crew was just putting 
its boat in the water, and the Yale men were cross- 
ing the river. As the two crews neared each other 
a novice in rowing matters must have noted the 
difference in their appearance. The Yale men 
Were young giants, with hollows down their 
spines like canals, and mountains of mauscie, 
about the shoulders. They were sorted out in 
pairs as they sat and pulled the short, quick stroke 
tor which they have become noted. The Harvard 
men were noticeabiy smaller, but the nine men in 
the boat formed a beautiful piece of mechanism, 
quick and powerful in its movement, unvarving in 
time, lithe, graceful, poetic: Their stroke was 
long and strong, their swing true to the fraction 
of asecond, and their recovery rapid, without a 
suggestion of a jerk. [Even beferethe beginning 
of the race, when they were paddling about, 
their boat never seemed to lose headway 

heir long stroke gave it sufficient impetus to 
last till their oars were again in the water. The 
Yale boat, on the contrary, went by fits and starts. 
When the oara were out of the water it was al- 
most at a stand-still. ‘he appearance of the Yale 
crew, however, was enough te make the Harvard 
sympathizers feel anxicus. They looked pewerful 
enough to drive a scow through the water at rac- 
ing speed. Their boat carried a very large wind 
sail on the bow, so large that it almost obscured 
their little blue tiag. The great observation train, 
20 cars, all loaded, ran up to the starting-point, the 
signal was-ziven, and at 5:41 the crews were off. 

There were two or three violent splashes by the 
side of the Yale boat, throwing the water six feet 
high. Harvard slid off like an arrow, as noiseless 
and as straight. It was a very even start, with 
the sun shining so full on both boats that they 
could hardly be seen from the steamers. For 
five seconds orso there was not a foot of differ- 
ence between the two boats. Then Yale pulled 
ahead. For two or three seconds she led by a 


foot. Fortwo or three more she led by two feet. 
In haif a minute from the start she was 
six feet ahead. Shout after shout came 


across the water from the observation train. 
Crimson ribbons were nowhere. Yale was the 
hero, all for a lead of six feet. She made the 6 
feet 12. She made the 12 feet 20. Still Harvard 
sped along, nothing daunted, thougb losing at 
every stroke. Yale's lead wentup to 30 feet, to 
40 feet. to 50 feet, a full boat's length—Yale was 
onthe top of glory, Harvard down in the rear 
basement! At the end of the first quarter of a 
mile Yale had a lead of alength. She was pulling 
44 strokes to the minute and Harvard was pulling 
42. Everybody shouted exeept one dumbd 
man, and he took off his shirt and waved 
it. Within a hundred feet of the flag 
that marked the _ first half-mile Harvard 
began to pull up. Her bow slightly overlapped 
Yale’s stern. The little crimson flag on her boat’s 
nuse first overtook Yale’s coxswain, crept up to 
her stroke, passed No. 7, overshadowed No. 6. 
Almost before the Harvard crowd had time to 
yell the Harvard bow was half-way up Yale’s side. 
When the shout did come it was a hearty one. 
Somebody on the press boat shouted: “Good 
Gawd! Watch her! Harvard! Harvard! Rah! 
Reh! Rah!” The cry went over the water and 
never stopped until the people in the obdserva- 
tion train were done with it. But the Harvard 
crew paid no attention to the cheers; they had 
work before them, and they did-it well. They 
were not 100 feet past the halfpile flag before the 
noses of the two boats were éven. All this time 
Harvard keptup her steady swing. Her little 
coxswain swung his body back and forth, but 
sxid never a word. Five hundred yards further 
and the tables were changed. Harvard was a 
length ahead, and Yale had a grand mission in 
life—to catch up 1f she could. There was onere- 
markable thing about this business in the first mile 
that tells a wonderful story for tho Harvard’s 
stroke. Yale started out at 44 strokes to the 
minute, and kept it up very nearly through the 
mile, dropping only to 33 in the last quarter. Yale 
at first gained a length with this quick stroke. 
Harvard started out with 42 strokes to the minute, 
dropped aimost immediately to 37, and finished the 
first mile at the rate of 28. From the point where 
Yale was a length ahead to the point where Har 
vard wasa length ahead, Harvard never quickened 
her stroke. There was no spurt; it was all done 
with the long, powerful swing. 

When the Harvard crew reached the fag marking 
the first mile there was nearly a cieur boat’s length 
of water between her rudderand Yale’s bow. Tnen 
it was Harvard's turn to shout. The Yale launck 
kept close up to the Yale boat, regardless of rules. 
Her passengers were frantic. They waved their 
hats and handkerchiefs, both men and women; 
they waved shawis and chairs—they shouted, 
they fairly danced with unéasiness. “Goon! Go 
on!” shouted an excited lady in the bow, but it 
was nouse. Their crew went on, but they did not 
go on fast enough. From the end of the irst mile 
it was Harvard’s rave. At the mile anda halt 
there were two lengths of water between 
them in Harvard's favor; at the two miles three 
lengths. At the two miles and a half Harvard 
had a beautiful Jead of five lengths. At the third 
mile she ws eight lengths ahead. At the three- 
and-a-half-mile flag she had increased her lead to 
10 lengths. At the finish there was a good 12 
iengths between them—so great distance, indeed, 
that it was difficult to distinguish the forms in the 
Harvard boat from the press beat, which kept be- 
hind the Yale crew. At the finish Harvard was 
pulling 36 strokes to the minute, having varied 
throughout the four mile2 only between 42 
strokes, the «auickest, and 34 strokes, the 
slowest. Yale did not at any time drop below 40. 
Harvard's time for the four miles was 25:4614; 
Yale’s time was 26:59. This time was not as good 
as last year’s by about five minutes, anaaly on ac- 
count of the unfavorable wind. When the race 
was finished the Harvard men rested on their oars, 
and by dumb show «ave cyery possible sign of 
their joy. They slapped their bare chests, pounded 
their own heads, and struck out at pega Bay | 
as if they would say: ‘*But didn’t we give m9 
jolly Neking."” They were as merry as a lot of 
schoolboys, and seemed as fresn as daisies. ‘Tie 
Yale men. indeed, did not show any signs of fa. 
ticue. Ther cave their conaucrora cheers 
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and paddled off to be rubbed down and sympa- 
thized with. 

Old Nicholas is let loose this evening. The Har- 
vard boys are making this town how!. They are 
blowing horns, yelling, cheering, drinking soda- 
water, and trying to pull each other to pieces. 
Half the strangers are ont of town already, and the 
other half are waiting anxiously for the next train. 
A Harvard procession is just passing my window. 
making more racket than an elevated railway 
train. though to a New-Yorker that may seem im- 
possible. They are burning torches, shooting 
vi tire-works, and continualiy speaking about 
a gentleman named “Rah, Rah, Kab.” 
I \eard a_ theory propounded by a 
venerable citizen of New-London whieh, 
to the minds of his auditors, fully explained the 
causes of Yale’s defeat. “Yes, Sir, Yale was

See what 
the Harvard did.” Some one ventured to suggest 
that both crews rowed with spoon oars, but this 
ola man of the sea was confident in bis belief that 
the Yale’s misfortune came from a perverse fond- 
ness for crooked oars, and his sympathetic neigh- 
bors agreed with him. Among the many corre- 
spondents here is Capt. R. J. Cooke, Yale’s most 
prominent oarsman in former years. His regret 
at the cefeat of his college is tempered by the re- 
flection that the stroke and stvle of the present 
Yale crew was in direct opposition to the instrue- 
tion he formerly gave as Captain when Cooke was 
an authority, and he had the good sense to rece: vo 
its lesson and adopt the tactics of her adv rsary, 
while the Yale oarsmen of to-day, having returned 
to the theories of their ancestors, find themselves 
in the queer position of a superior crew badly 
beaten because they don’t know how torow. It 
is the general impression here, outside of Harvard 
circles, that with an equally good style the Yale 
erew could beat the Harvard crew, and in this 
opinion lam more than half inclined to coincide, 
The preparations forthe race were very com- 
plete. The authorities have much greater con- 
trol over the course than the police have on any 
of the racing waters about New-York, and there 
are of course many less vesselsto be kept out of 
the way. All large vessels were required to 
anehor either below the finish line orto the east 
of the course, so as not te obstruct the view from 
the grand stand or the New-London shore. Row- 
boats and other small craft were allowed to stay 
cn the New-London side, but were required to 
lower theirsails and awnings. For 10 minutes after 
the firing of the gun announcing the close of the 
race all boats were required to keep their former 
positions, to give the crews a chance to row back 
to the grand stand and land at the float. Two 
scows were anchored near the pole which marks 
the centre of the course at the start, and nen were 
in the scows to hold the sterns of the shells, so that 
the centre of each shell was exacfly on the starting 
line. *“‘Are you ready?” asked the umpire, and 
about three seconds later he gave the word “ Go.” 
Any accident in the first 10 strokes entitled the un- 
fortunate crew to demand afresh start; after the 
eleventh stroke all accidents were “at the risk of 
owners.” Each boat was required to Keep on its 
own side of the line of buoys from start to finish, 
Harvard having the east side and Yale the west. 
The instant the flag on the leading boat 
touched the fnish line the judge stationed 
there dropped a signal and the time-keeper 
sbut off his stop-watch. When the flag 
of the second boat touched the line the 
judge dropped anothersignal. At the close of the 
race the steamers of the umpire, press, university, 
and Harbor-master were arranged in a row, 80 as 
to keep a clear space of waterin front of the 
grand stand. Then the twocrews rowed up to the 
grand stand, and there wasa limle theatrical per- 
formance. The umpire inquired of each Captain 
whether he was satisfied that the race was per- 
fectly fair, and then announced tbe time of the 
start and finish of each boat and presented the 
championship colors. Then there was firing of 
guns, cheers, and college shouts, and the crowd 
dispersed. The management of the race was in 
the hands of the men who have had charge of the 
five previous races at New-London, except in tne 
ease of Mayor Starr, who is a new officer. The 
Council Chamber in the City Hall was kept in 
readiness, so that a meeting of the crews 
could be held there in case of any accident 
in the race making such a meeting necessary. 
Western Union Telegraph station was opened near 
the centre of the grand stand connected with other 
stations, at the ‘start fand at the first, second, and 
third mile flags. There was a big pole beside the 
operator, with two ropes dangling from the cross- 
dar at the top, from which depended two signal 
balls, one painted red, to represent Harvard, and

This was renewed when he was called 
to receive the Metaphvsical prize. In the corre- 
spondence between his father and President Darl- 
ing, the former refers to the flattering testimonials 
received from the Faculty, and protests against 
the stigma put forever on his son. The President, 
replying, says: * Your son, I say frankly, has been 
noble. The young man has been faithful, and is 
beloved by us all. No man could have a 
larger place in the affections of his instructors 
than your son, and when we have done 
or said a word to grieve him or yourseif 
it first of all pained and _ grieved our 
own hearts. Of his college course we only speak 
words of eulogy. Moreover, when his Clark ora- 
tion was found in many respects to be similar toa 
published oration, and he declared to me that the 
similarity was unconscious, that he had no purpose 
to copy, I insisted that his word would be taken.” 
Mr. Bates has the counsel of Senator Kernan, and 
on his advice will not resort to the courts. His 
son will enter Eastern Coilege next year te obtain 
a diploma.

With these excellent 
telegraph facilities and the system of biackboards 
and other signals, there was no excuse for igno- 
rance of the progress of the race on the part of 
anybody within gunshot of the grand stand. The 
* observation train’’ was one of the novelties of the 
race. It consisted of 20 flat open cars, arranged with 
tiers of seats facingthe river, and the train stari- 
ed from the freight-house, near the railway station, 
half an hour before the race. No more than 72 
passengers were admitted to each car, at $1 a head, 
There was an engine at each end of the train, the 
leading one being detached when the race began 
and running ahead to keep the track clear, 

The umpire of the race, George Richards, of 
Boston, is a graduate of Cambridge University. 
Engiand. Prof. Arthur M. Wheeler. of Yale, the 
umpire in several former races, was the Yale 
judge on the umpire’s boa’, Yale’s time-keeper 
was George A. Adee. The judge for Harvard was 
R. C. Watson, the time-keeper Frank Bolles, and 


the judge at the finish C. P. Perin. The Presi- . 
fents of the two clubs also had_ seats 
pn the umpire’s boat, the Columbia launch 


Zarrie Goodwin. The course was from Bartictt 
Point, opposite the Yale boat-house, to Wintbrop’s 
point, four miles, straightaway. There was an 
¢@asy curve in the first half-mile and a sharper one 
atthe end of the mile; after this the eourse was 
straight.

The first of a series of matches for pennants 
was sailed by the Knickerbocker Yacht Club yes- 
terday afternoon.

The yachts are divided 
into six classes, of which five sailed yesterday. The 
classes were as follows: First, cabin sloops;

THE CROPS IN THE NORTH-WEST. 
ENCOURAGING REPORTS FROM CERTAIN 
QUARTERS—CORN PROMISING POORLY. 

CuicaGo, June 28,—The Tribune has crop 
specials from many grain and fruit sections of the 
North-west. From Dakota reports are that all 
kinds of grain are looking finely and the weather 
is favorable. From points in Michigan the 
indications are that wheat, which, in the 
early Spring, looked almost ruined, has been 
so much improved by the late heavy rains that 
there will be nearly a full crop. itis all headed 
out and is in splendid condition. The hay erop 


never has been any larger than it will be this sea- 
son. Corn has suffered the most of all the crops 
and in some places it is nearly destroyed. 

A dispatch from Racine, Wis., says that Winter 
wheat is looking rather heavy and that the yield 
will be light. The corn on the lower lands has 
been completely ruined by wet weather. Oats and 
barley not in the wet will yield an extra crop. 
Farmers are about discouraged at the prospects. 
The frequent rains and continuous cold weather 
have given a set-back to crops of all kinds. 

In the vicinity of Watertown, Wis., the farmers 
are busily engaged securing the clover crop, in 
some loealities the work of cutting being already 
well advanced. Cloveris a heavy crop, but hassuf- 
fered some damage from the excessively hot weath- 
er, many pieces, especially on low iands, having a 
tendency to rot. is has hastened the cutting of 
the crop as a general thing before it was fully ma- 
tured, farmers being afraid to risk it standing any 
longer tor fear of rains working still more injury. 
Grass stands heavy. 

Areport from Montgomery County, IIl., is as 
follows: ‘The wheat harvest is now fairly begun. 
The heads are well filled and the grain good, and 
a full half-crop may be expected. Oats are look- 
ing well. Corn on the lowlands is in a bad condi- 
tion, but that on the high ground is coming out 
well. The hay harvest will soon begin, and there 
will be an average yield.” 

Varying accounts come from other points, the 
general outlook being more favorable than was 
last expected.

CROPS IN TENNESSEE. 
NASHVILLE, June 28,—Reports received by 
the Commissioner of Agriculture show that wheat 
is damaged by rust in nearly every county in the 
eastern part of the State. Insome counties most of

VARIOUS PHASES OF CRIME. 
AN INSANE MURDERER ACQUITTED—A POST 
OFFICE THIEF SURRENDERED. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 28.—The jury in the 
case of John Syren, on trial for the killing of his 
brother’s wife in March last, this afternoon re- 
turned a verdict of not guilty on the ground of in- 
sanity. Syren, after killing his sister-in-law. at- 
tempted to kill himself, and inflicted injuries which 
kept him in the hospital for several weeks. In the 
trial his counsel admitted the killing, but held that 
Syren was insane when he committed the crime.

THE PENNSYLVANIA DELUGE. 
REPAIRING THE DAMAGE DONE AT WILKES- 
BARRE—THE FLOODED MINES. 
WILKESBARRE, June 28,—Vast crowds of 
people to-day visited the scene of yesterday’s dis- 
aster at Five] Points. The scene was a deso- 
late one, resembling the devastation caused by an 
earthquake more than anything else, The Dela- 
ware and Hudson Coal Company’s ofiicere ordered 
alarge force of men to work repairing the dam- 


age. The water still continued to pour down 
through the broken creek bottom into the mine be- 
low, despite the best effort« of the workmen to 
stop its flow. At5o’clock this evening. however, 
the men had succeeded in putting a tem- 
porary stop to its further progress, and 
it ie thought that before midnight the leak will be 
stopped entirely, and the waters seek their old 
channel in Mill Creek. The track or the branch 
road leading to the Conyngham Colliery dropped 
down during the night. This will have to be re- 
paired at once, before operations at the mines can 
be resumed. Workmen are now busily engaged in 
repairing the upper dam. Noestimate can yet be 
made as to the extent of the damage to the collier- 
ies, but it is thought it will be heavy. An investi- 
gation by the mine Superintendents will be becun 
at once. The heaviest losses will fall upon the 
miners if they are compelled to remain out any 
length of time, as the work of pumping out the 
water in a flooded mine sometimes takes months 
of hard and patient toil. 


Easton, Penn., June 28,—The damage to the 
railroads in the vicinity of Bangor by yesterday’s 
storm will be about $12,000, and the loss to private 
individuals and slate quarries $75,000. Altogether, 
seven bridges in this county have been swept away. 
Rain stopped falling at midnight, and to-day the 
sun is shining brightly.

GARFIELD’S GRAVE. 





THE EXACT SPOT FOR HIS FINAL RESTING- 


PLACE AGREED UPON. 
From the Cleveland (Ohio) Herald, June 27. 

The final resting-place of the late President 
Garfield, and the site for one of the grandest 
monuments ever erected in the United States, has 
at last been determined upon. Yesterday after- 
noon the Trustees of the Garfield monument fund, 
consisting of ex-President Rutherford B. Hayes, 
Goy. Charles Foster, the Hon. H. B. Payne, the 
Hon. Amos Townsend, Col. John Hay, Mr. J. H. 
Wade, Mr. Joseph Perkins, Mr. T. P. Handy, Mr. 


Dan P. Eelis, Mr. J. H. Rhodes, Mr. Enoch T. Car- 
son, and Mr. H. B. Hurlbut, drove out to Lake 
View Cemetery to make a tour of the 
grounds for the purpose of selecting a fitting 
location for the proposed memorial. Every 
spot whieh has ever been suggested was visited. 
The place known as Garfield Knoll was viewed 
from every side, and the conciugion that it was 
not large enough was arrived at without debate. 
Otber places of equal prominence were looked 
upon as being undesirable for one reason or an- 
other, until a visit was made to the brow of the 
hill across the ravine, near the extreme southern 
boundary of the cemetery, a short distance from 
what is known as the Mayfield road. After a 
thorough examination the gentlemen seemed to 
be very favorably impressed with the location, 
but took no action on the matter until they con- 
vened in formal session. The meeting was called 
to order by Goy. Foster, who was the Chair- 
man, Mr. J. H. Rhodes acting as Secretary. 
Shortly after the opening of the session a 
formal discussion regarding the various pro- 
posed sites was had. The question of accessibility 
and convenience was fully debated, until upon mo- 
tion of ex-President Hayes, and after some discus- 
sion, the point mentioned above was unanimonsly 
decided upon. A eommittee consisting of Messrs. 
Foster, Eells, and Hay was appointed for the pur- 
pose of devising ways and means to raise funds 
sufficient to complete the structure, after which it 
was decided, upon motion, to give the Exeeutive 
Committee full power to select the exact spot on 
the land chosen upon which to erect the monu- 
ment. The meeting then adjourned until the mid- 
dle of October. The Garfield vault was visited and 
the door unlocked. One by one, with uncovered 
heads, the visitors marched by the casket. At 6 
o’clock they returned to the city. 

Immediately after the formal meeting in the 
cemetery adjourned, a Heraid reporter visited the 
spot which is ere long destined to become the 
Mecca of thousands of strangers. A rideto the ex- 
treme southern part of the eemetery took him 
pasta structure known as the pagoda, A short 
distance from there are the allotments of Bowler, 
Burdick, Robinson, and Sanford. immediately 
above these allotments, a short up-hill walk, in a 
south-easterly direction, isthe Mayfield road, and 
there upon the brow of a hill, by far the highest 
point of Lake View, the Garfield monument will 
command the admiration of the people for miles 
around. The view from this hillis the most beau- 
tiful imaginable. It is indescribably grand, and 
undoubtedly the most maguificent spotin the State. 
It is in a south-westerly direction from the original 
Garfield Knoll, about 100 feet higher, and near it is 
acluster of trees, Looking in a southerly direc- 
tion rich, rolling farming land, bordered in the dis- 
tance by dense woods, is visible. The cemetery, 
with its countless monuments, is immediately at 
the foot of the hill, while a straight look ahead 
discloses to view a beautiful landscape, with old 
Erie in the background. Cileveiand, with its many 
spires and domes, can be seen, and an unimpeded 
view as far weat as Rocky River Point obtained, 
with Wade Park and Adelbert Coilege standing 
prominent on the foreground of the picture. 
The village of Collinwoed is plainly visible in 
a north-easterly direction, while countiess homes, 
farms, lovely gardens. winding roadways, and 
Lake Erie, dotted with boats, can be seen ata 
giance. The work of improving these grounds, 
three or five acres of which, or whatever sball be 
deemed necessary, Isto be given by the Cemetery 
Association, will begin immediately. Convenient 
roadways, easy of access, will be laid out. Trees, 
flowers, and shrubbery are to be planted, and it is 
thought that the work on the strneture wi!l begin 
in about one year. That part of Lake View chosen 
is quite a distance from the cemetery proper.

A MYSTERIOUS SHOOTING AFFAIR IN BILLY 


M’GLORY’S SALOON. 


The dancing hall of the notorious Billy Mc- 
Glory, known as Armory Hall, at Ne. 166 Hester- 
street, was the scene last night of a mysterious 
shooting affair for which their appears to 
have been no provocation. The wounded 
man is James ; Ward, about 30 years 
of age, who lives at Second-avenue 
and Sixty-second-street, and his assailant is James 
English, a bartender, of No. 379 Seventh-avenue.

What occurred there is not _ positively 
known, but a few moments after they had 
entered the room a pistol-shot was 
heard, and'Patrolman Seims, of the Sixth Precinct, 
whowas on duty inthe place to see that the Ex- 
cise law was not violated, hastened into the room. 
He found that Ward had been shot in the abdomen. 
2. \glish stood beside him with a revolver in his 
hand. The officer arrested English and took him 
and the wounded man to the Elizabeth-street po- 
lice station. 

Ward, who was suffering severely from shock, 
said he had heen shot without the slightest 
provocation. He said he had not been pre- 
viously acquainted with English, but had 
met him last night for the first time, 
and they had had no quarrel. An ambulance 
Was summoned, and the wounded man was 
taken to the New-York Hospital. The prisoner 
asserted that the shooting was acvidental. He 
had taken the revolver, which was a new one, 
from his pocket to show to Ward, and while exam- 
ining the weapon it was accidentally discharged. 
The revolver is of large calibre and the wound is 
likely to prove fatal. Neither of the men is known 
to the habitués of the place.

INTERESTING STORY OF THE RECOVERY OF A 
BURNED STEAMER’S DECK-HANDS’ LIT- 
TLE SAVINGS. 

From the Hartford (Conn,.) Times, June 25. 
When the steamer Granite State was burned 
at Goodspeed’s there was deposited in the safe of 


ot 


the boat about $75 in greenbacks and national 
bank notes, also one solitary silver dollar. This 
money was the savings of the deck-hands on the 
steamer, and had been placed in the hands of the 
purser for safe keeping. When the steamer was 
burned overboard went the safe in about seven 
feet of water; there it lay fora day or two, but 
was finally recovered. Fortunately the lock was 


not injured, but upon opening the safe everything 
it contained was found burned toa cinder except- 
ing the trade dollar, and that was curiously Dlis- 
tered and marked. The currency was burned ap- 
parently beyond recognition. The safe also con- 
tained a quantity of tickets and papers, these hay- 
ing shared in the general destruetion, The cinders 
mixed with the money and soaking wet withal 
made it seem a hopeiess task to recover any por- 
tion of the money. 

Nevertheless the safe was carried to New-York, 
and through the kindness of the Hon. T. C. Acton, 
Assistant United States Treasurer, an expert was 
sent to the boat to examine the contents to see if 
he could distinguish the burned money from the 
worthless paper. After long and patient search he 
at last separated four littie bunches of charcoal, 
which from all outward show might represent the 
remains of a buckwheat cake or a baby’s dam- 
aged shoe. The-e brands plucked from the burn- 
ing the polite expert directed should be forwarded 
to the United States Treasury at Washington. In 
due course of time there was received from the 
Treasurer at Washington a check covering the 
amount of the greenbacks or United States notes 
which were identified. There were also received 
the burned fragments of the national bank notes 
that were recognized, each one neatly attached to 
a sheet of paper, upon the back of which was the 
following certificate:

Str: The attached charred five-dollar no sent- 
ed at this office for identification, has been recognized 
as the issue of your bank, and if redeemed by you 
will be accepted here for face value, when redeemed 
with this certificata, if included in a package of muti- 
lated currency, forwarded in accordance with exist- 
ing regulations. Very respectfully, 

T. & LANGWOnTHY, Deputy Controller. 
To Nationa! Bank of Virginia, Richmond, Va. 

These certified burned notes were forwarded to 
the several national banks, and all were unhesi- 
tatingly redeemed except one—one bank alone re- 
fused, but gave no definite reason for their action. 
Again the note was sent them and attention re- 
spectfully called to the certificate. In due time 
the papers were returned, together with the com- 
munication given below, which, though unsigned, 
has the printed heading of the bank: 

“TI ineclose returned your inclosure, [sic.} I read 
carefully the certificate referred to; I ean see no trace 
whatever of the inclosure being a bank-note at all, 
and cannot see that I am under any moral or tegal 
obligation to redeem a note that bears po trace what- 
ever of beingan Issue of thisbank. If it is redeemed 
by the Currency Department at Washington, they can 
do it upon their own responsibility—I must decline to 
redeem it.” 

This bank which refuses is the National Bank of 
Virginia, at Richmond, Va. Thus the matter 
stands. The burned-out deck-hands of the Granite 
are out $5. 
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PREPARING FOR ADJOURNMENT. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., June 28:—Among the 
bills approved by the Governor to-day were those 
making appropriations for the Western Peniten- 
tiary, and extending the time for closing the Sol- 
diers’ Orphan School to 1889. In the Senate to-day 
a resolution for adjournment of the extra session 


of the Legislature on July 7 was passed, providing 
that the work called for was then completed. In 
the House a bill was reported affirmatively making 
an appropriation of $108,915 for the expenses of 
tbe extra session for 31 days, which would bring 
the session to July 7.

SERIOUS CHARGES NOT SUSTAINED. 
Batu, June 28.—The Board of Trustees of 
the Soldiers’ Home to-day investigated some of the 
charges of cruelty contained in affidavits published 
in a Buffalo paper yesterday.

THE PROPER MENTAL EQUIPMENT 
OF 70-DAY. 

MR. CHARLES FRANCIS ADAMS, JR,, PUTS IN 

A PLEA FOR MODERN TONGUES OVER 

ANCIENT ONES, ESPECIALLY THE GREEK. 


Mr. Charles Francis Adams, Jr., delivered | 


an address before the Harvard Ohapter of the fra- 
ternity of the Phi Beta Kappa in Sanders’s Thea- 
tre, Cambridge, Mass., yesterday. His subject was 
“ A College Fetich,”’ and the theme was an on- 
Blaught against the study of anoisnt languages— 
especially the Greck—in tke manner in which 
they are and have been taught at colleges. Ho 
paid, among other things: 


“It is now 27 years.sinee the class of which I 
was'a member graduated from this college. To- 
fay I have come back here to take, for the first 
time, an active part of any premiuence in the ex- 
prejses of its Commencement Week. I have come 
back, as what we are pleased to term an educated 
man, to speak to educated men: a literary man, 
ps literary men go, I have undertaken to address a 
jiterary society; a man who has, in any event, led 
bn active, changeabie, bustling life,I am to say 
what I have to say to men not all of whom have 
ied similar lives. It is easy to imagine one who 
had contended In the classic gamoz returning, after 
they were over, to the gymnasium in which 
he had been trained. Tested by hard, 
Botual results, was the theory of his training 
porrect’ Were the appliances of the gymnasium 
good? Did what he got there contribute to his 
Victory, or had it led to his defeat? Taken alto- 
ee. was he strengthened, or had he been 

masculated by his gymnasium course? The col- 
lege Was our gymoasium. It is nowthe gymnasium 
pt our children. Thirty years after graduation a 
man has either won or lost the game. Winner or 
loser, looking back through the medium of that 30 

ears of hard experience, how do we see the col- 
ege now’ There were good things about it. By 


the student who understood himself, and knew | 


what he wanted, much might here be learned; 
while for most of us the requirements were not 
pxcessive. We of the average majority did not 
underetand ourselves, or know what we wanted: 
the average man of the majority rarely does. And 
jo for us the college course, instead of beinga time 
pf preparation for the hard work of life, was a 
pleasant sort of vacation rather, which preceded it. 
But as a training place for youth, to enable them 
to engage to advantage in the actual struggle of 
life—to fit them to hold their own in it and to 
parry off the prizes—I must, in all honesty, say 
that, looking back throu#h the years and recalling 
the requirements and methods of the ancient in- 
stitution, 1am unable to speak of it with respect. 
Buch training as | got, useful for the struggzie, I 
got after, instead of before graduation, and it 
came hard; while I never have been avle—and 
pow, no matterh w longI may live, I never shall 
be able—to overcome some great disadvantages 


which the superstitions and wrong theo- 
ries and worse practices of my Alma Ma- 
ter inflicted upon me. And not on me 
aione. The same may be said of my 


eontemporaries, as I have observed them in suc- 
cessand failure. 
the college of 30 years ago is, | apprehend, at least 
partially true of the college of to-day, and it istrue 
not only of Cambridge but of other colleges, and 
of them quite as much as of Campridge. They fail 
roperly to fit their graduates forthe work they 
ave got to dointhe life that awaits them. This 
\s harsh language to apply to one’s nursing mother, 
and it calls for an explanation. That explanation 
[ shall now try to give. I have said that the 
poliege of 30 yearsagoadid not fit its craduates 
for the work they had to do in the actnal 
life which awaited them. Let us consider for 
2 moment what that life has been, and then we 
will pass to the preparation we received for it. 
When the men of my time graduated Franklin 
Pierce was President, the war in the Crimea was 
ust over, and three years were yet to pages before 
olferino would be fougbt. No united Germany 
and no united Italy existed. The railroad and the 
telegraph were in their infaney; neither nitro- 
glycerine nor the telephone had deen discovered, 
The years since then have been fairly crammed 
with events. A new world has come into exist- 
enoe, and a world wholly unlike thet of our fathers 
—unlike it in peace and unlike it in war. Itisa world 
of great intellectual quickening, which has ex- 
tended until it now touches a vastly larger number 
of men, in many more countries, than it ever 
touched before. Not only have the nations been 
rudely shaken up, but they have been drawn to- 
gether. Interdependent thought has been carried on, 
interacting agencies have been at work in widely 
peparated countries and in different languages. The 
solidarity of the peoples has been developed. 
professions have lost their prominence; new pro- 
fes-ions have arisen. Science has extended its 
domains, and is superseding authority with a 
rapidity which is bewildering. The artificial bar- 
riers—national, political, social, economical, re- 
ligions, intellectual—are giving way in every di- 
rection, and the civilized races of the world are 
becoming one people, even if a highly discordant 
and quarrelsome people. The world as it is may 
be a very bad and a very vulgar worid—insincere, 
flemocratic, disrespectful, dangerous, and alto- 
gether hopeless. I do not think it is; but with that 
somewhat comprehensive issue I have, here and 
now, nothing todo. However bad and hopeless, 
lt is nevertheless the world in which eur lot was 
past, and in which we have bad to live—a bustling, 
active, nervous world, and one very hard to keep 
np with. This much all will admit; 
pay further add, that its most marked character- 
Istic has been an intense mental and physical 
activity, which, working simultaneously in many 
jongues, has attempted much and questioned 
pverything. 

“Now as respects the college preparation we 
received to fit us to tahe part in this world's de- 
bate. Asone goes on in life, especialiy modern 
life, I think it safe to say that a few conclusions 
are hammered into us by the hard logio of 
facts. As generally accepted among those cgn- 
tlusions, I think 1 may, without much fear of 
pontradiction, enumerate such practical, common- 
jonse, as well as commonplace, precepts as that 
yuperficiality is dangerous as well as contemptible, 
jn that it is apt toinvite defeat; or, again, that 
what is worth doing at all is worth doing well; or, 
third, that when one is given work to do. it is well 
bo prepare one’s self for that specific work, and 
not tu occupy one’s time in acquiring information, 
po matter how innocent or elegant, or generally 
nseful, which bas no probable bearing on that 
work; or, finally—and this I regard as the greatest 
of all practical precepts—that every mau should 
jn life master some one thing, be it great or be it 


mall, so that as respeets that thing he 
the highest living authority; that one 
How did 


ome he should know thoronghly. 
rvard Oollege prepare me and my 92 
plase-mates of the year 1856 for our work in a life 
in which we bave had these homely precepts 
brought close tous? In answering the question 
iM is not altogether easy to preserve one’s gravity. 
he college fitted us for this active, bustling, hard- 
hitting, many-tongued world, caring nothing for 
authority and little for the past, but fuil of its liy- 
ing thought and living issues in dealing with which 
there was no man who did not stand in pressing 
nd constant need of every possible preparation 
respects knowledge and exactitude and thor- 
ughness—the poor old college prepared us to 
play our parts in this world by compelling us, 
Jirectly and indireetly, to devote the best part 
pf our school lives to acquiring a eonfessedly 
perficial knowledge of two dead languages. 
ut in pursuing Greek and Latin we had ignored 
pur mother tongue. We were no more competent 
jo pass a really searching examination in English 
iterature and English composition than in the 
guages and literature of Greece and Rome. We 
were college graduates, and yet how many of us 
uld follow out a Jine of sustained, close thought, 
xpressing ourselves in clear, concise terms? The 
aculty of doing this should result from a mastery 
pf well-selected fundamentals. The difficulty was 
that the fundamentals were not well selected, and 
they had never been mastered. They had become 
p tradition. They were studied no longer as a 
means, but as an end—the end being to get into 
pollege. Accordingly, 30 years ago there was no 
rea! living basis of a Harvard education. Honest, 
polid foundations were not laid. The super- 
structure, such as it was, rested upon an empty 
formula. 
' **Norin my time did the mischief end here. On 
the contrary, it began here. Asaslipshod method 
of training was accerted in those studies to which 
the greatest prominence was given, the same 
method was accepted in other studies. The whole 
standard was lowered. Thirty years ago—I say it 
fter a careful search of my memory—thorough- 
ess of training in any real-life sense of the term 
was unknown in those branches of college eduea- 
tion with whieh I came incontact. Everything 
was taught as Latin and Greek were taught. 
d here let me once for all say that I am no be- 
ever in that narrow, scientific, and technological 
ralning which now and again we hear extolled. 
A practical, and too often a mere vulgar. money- 
making utility seems to be its natural outcome. 
Dn the contrary, the whole experience and obser 
yation of my life lead me to look wit! greater aa- 
iration, and an enyy ever increasing, on the 
roadened culture which is the true end and aim 
pf the university. On this point 1 cannot be too 
explicit, for I should be sorry indeed if anything I 
might say were construed into an argument against 
phe most liberal education. Neither, though ven- 
turing on these comparisons, have any 
or disrespectful word to utter of 
of Latin or of Greek, much less 
f the classic literatures. I recognize fully the 
enefit to be derived from a severe training in 
those mother tongues, and I think I appreciate the 
leasure those must have who enjoy an easy 
‘awillarity with the authors who yet live in them. 
I wish I could do the same, and yet I must frankly 
y I shovid not do itif I could. Life after all is 
imited, and | belong enough to the present to feel 
satisfied that I could employ that little time each 
fay both more enjoyably and more profitably if I 
should devote it to keeping pace with modern 
thought, as it finds expression even in the ephem- 
preal pages of the despised review. Do what he 
will, no man can keep pace with that wonderful 
odern thought, and if I must choose—ana choose 
must—I would rather learn something daily from 
the living who are to perish than daily muse with 
the immortal dead.” 
After giving some of his own personal expe- 
ences in business, Mr. Adams showed that there 
no modern scientific study save that of the law 
which can be thoroughly pursued in any one living 
language. The modern languages were tho ave- 
pues to modern iife and living thought. Yet the 
college absolutely insists on Latin and Greek. Of 
these two languages Latin is a small matter. ** Not 
only,” said Mr. Adams, “is it a eomparatively sim- 
pie language, but apart from its literature—for 
which I cannot myself profess to have any great 
edmiration—it has its modern uses. Not only is it 
directly the mother tongue of all South-western 
#urove, but it has by common consent been 
adopted in selentific nomenclature. Hence, there 
reasons why the educated man should have at 
jenst an elementary Knowledge of Latin. That

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theso days few think of mastering it. 
Not so Greek. The study of Greek—and I speak 
from the unmistakable result of my own Individual 
experience in active life as well as from that of a 
long-continued family experience which 1 shall 
presently give—the study of Greek in the way it is 
traditionally insisted upon as the chief requirement 
to entering college is a rositive educational wrong. 
It bas already wrought great individual and gen- 
eral injury, and is now working it. It has been 


roductive of no compensating advantage. 
t.is a superstition, Unlike tin, Greek 
je a very diffeoult . language. Unlike it, 


too, apart from the aceess Greek affords when 
thoroughly mastered to perhaps the noblest of lit- 
eratures, it is a language which bas no modern 
uses, Not only is it a dead tongue, but it bears no 
immediate relation to any living speech or litera- 
ture of yalue. Like all rich dialects, it is fall of 
anomalies, and accordingly its grammar is the de- 
light of grammarians and the despair of every one 
else. When I was fitted for co:lege the study of 
Greek took up at least one-half of the last three 
ears devoted to active preparation. In memory 
t looms up now throuch the long vista of years as 
the one gigantic nightmare of youth—and no 
more profitable than nightmares are wont to be. 
* * * But I now cometo what in plain language 
I cannot but call the educational cant of this sub- 
ject. Iam told that lignore thesevere intellectual 
training I got in learning the Greek grammar, and 
in subsequently applying its :ules; that my mem- 
ory then received an edueation which, turned 
since to other matters, has proved invaluable to 
me; that aceumulated experience shows that this 
training can be got equally well in no other way; 
that, beyond all this, even my slight contact witao 
the Greek masterpieces has left with mea subtle 
but unmistakable residuum, impalpable perhaps, 
but still there, and very precious; that, in a 
word, I am what is called an educated man, 
which, but for my early contact with Greek, I 
would not be. It was Dr. Jonson, I believe, who 
once said, ‘ Let vs free our minds from cant,’ and 
all this, with not undue bluntness be it said, 
is pure unadulterated nonsense. The fact that it 
has been and will yet be a thousand times re- 
peated cannot make it anything else. In the first 
p ace, I very confidently submit, there is no moro 
mental training in learning the Greek grammar by 
heart than in Jesrning by beart any other equally 
dificult and, toa boy, unintelligible book. Asa 
mere work of memorizing, Kant’s ‘Critique of 
Pure Reason’ would be at least as good. inthe 
next place, unintelligent memorizing is at best a 
most questionable educational method. For one, 
I utterly disbeliove in it. It never did me apy- 
thing but harm, and learning by heart the Greek 
grammar did me barm-—a great deal of harm. 
Then the application of the rules of grammar in a 
language not half understood, say what you will, 
is not a good educational method. The faculty of 
following out to a given result a line of sustained, 
exact thought 1s invaluable. This, however, is a 
wholly different thing from the parrot-like mem- 
orizing which in my youth wasthe essence of what 
was calied a classical training. The faculty of 
sustained, logical thought I have since been ferced 
to cultivate as best I might: but to confound that 
with committing a mass of stuff to memory, is to 
apply the same methods to the boy and the learned 
dog. This was done 30 years ago, and the training 
which onght to have been obtained in mathematics 
was sought for long, and in vain, in Greek. But 
whatever else it may have led to, the blundering 
application of arbitrary rules full of exceptions 
did not lead to improved reasoning powers. I 
never, either in my own ease or in the cases of 
those I bave since observed passing succe-efully on 
in life, baye been able to find that it led to any- 
thing.”’ 
in pursuing this branch of the subject Mr. Adams 
referred at length to the experience of members of 
his family extending back for a period of nearly a 
century and a half and beginning with the case of 
John Adams. The instances ali showed the detri- 
ment that “keeping up in” their Greek had been 
to the experimenters. Coming down to his own 
case, the speaker said that he and his classmates 
had been sent out, in these days of repeating rifles, 
equipped with shields and swords and javelins. 
He did not want his chiidren to have the same ex- 
perience. “Neither,” added he, “is my casea 
single one. Iam, on the contrary, one of a large 
class inthe community, very many of whom are 
more imbued than I with the scientific and thor- 
ough spirit of the age. As respects our children, 
the problem before us is a simple one, and yet one 
very dificult of practical solution. 
no more classicai veneer. Whether on furni- 
ture or in edueation, we do not admire veneer. 
Either impart to our children the dead languages 
thoroughly, or the living languazes thoroughly; 
or, better yet, let them take the choice of either. 
This is just what the colleges do not do. On the 
contrary, Harvard stands directly in the way ot 
what a century and a half's experience tells me is 
allimportant. The situation has its comical side, 
and is readily suggestive of sarcasm. Unfortu- 
nately, it bas its serious sidealso. It is not so very 
easy to elude the fetich. Of course, where means 
are ample it is possible to improvise an academy 
through private instruction. But the contact with 
his equals in the class and on the play-cround is the 
best education a boy ever gets—better than a 
rudimentary knowledge of Greek even. Ac- 
eording to my observation, to surround 
children with tutors at home is simply 
to emasculate them. Then, again, they can 
be sent to Europe andto the schools there. But 
that way dangerlies. For myself, whatever my 
children are not, I want them to be Amerieans. If 
they go to Eurepe I must go with them, but as the 
people of modern Europe do not speak Greek and 
Latin, in which learned tongues alone I am theo- 
retically at home, a sojourn of some years in a for- 
eign academic town, though as a remedy it may 
be effective, yet at the time of life at which those 
of my generation have now unhaply arrived, it 
partakes also of the heroic. 


“Such is the dilemma in whichI find myself 
placed. Such is the common dilemma in which 
all those are placed who see and feel the world as 
Ihayo seen and felt it. We arethe modernists 
and a majority; but inthe eyes of the classiciste we 
are, I fear, a vulgar and contemptible majority. 
Yet Icannot believe tuat this singular condition 
of affairs will last a great whilelonger. The meas- 
ure of reform seems very simple and wholly rea- 


sonable. As 1 understund it, the modern- 
ist neither asks nor desires the colleges 
to put the classic tongues, or even Greek 


alone, on the same footing as certain of the 
modern languages. Recognizing, as every intelli- 
gent modernest must, that the command of Bey- 
eral languages, besides that which 1s native to him, 
is essential to a liberally educated man—recog- 
nizing this fundamental fact, those who feel as I 
feel would by no means ask or desire that students 
should be admitted to the college who could pass 
their examinations in German and French, instead 
of Greek and Latin. We are willing—at least I am 
willing—to concede a preference, and a great pref- 
erence, tothe dead over the living; to the classic 
over the modern. All I would ask, or desire, 
would be that the preference afforded to the one 
should no longer, as now, amount to the practical 
prohibition of the other. Ishould not even desire 
for instance, that, on the present basis of real fa- 
miliarity, Greek should count against French and 
German combined as less than three counts against 
one. This, it seems to me, should afford a suf 

ficient bounty on Greek. In other words, the 
modernist asks of the college to modify its re- 
quirements for admission in this wise: Let it say’ 
to the student who presents bimself, ‘In what 
languages besides Latin and English—those are 
required of all—in what other languages—Hebrew, 
Greek, German, French, Spanish, or Itallan—will 
you be examined?’ if the stuaent replies, ‘In 
Greek,’ so be it; let him be examined in that 
alone: andif, as now, he can stumble througn a 
few lines of Xenophon or Homer, and render 
some simple English sentences into question- 
able Greek, let that suffice. As respects lan- 
guages, let him be pronounced fitted for a 
college course. If, however, instead of 
offering himself in the classic, he offers himself in 
the modern tongues, then, though no mercy be 
shown him, Jet him at least no longer be turned 
contemptuously away from the college doors; but, 
instead of the poor, quarter-knowledge, ancient 
and modern, now required, let him be permitred 
to pass such an examination as will show that he 
has so mastered two languages beside his own that 
he can go forward in his studies using them as 
working tools. That an elementary knowledge of 
one dead janguage should count as equal to a 
thorough familiarity with two living languages 
ought, I submit, to be aecepted asa sufficie t edu- 
cational bounty on the former. The classicist 
should in reason ask forno more. Meanwhile the 
modernist would be perfectly satisfied with that. 
He most certainly does not wish to see any 
other language. or indeed any other’ sub- 
jeet, tanght in preparatory schools as Greek 
was taught in them either when we 
were there, or as it is taught in them now—I mean 
asa mere college requirement. Believing, as the 
scientific modernist does, that a little knowileage 
is a contemptible thing, he does not wish tosee the 
old standard of examinations in the dead lan- 
guages any longer applied to the living. On the 
contrary, we wish to see the standard raised, and 
we know perfectly well that it can be raised. If a 
youth wants to enter college on the least possible 
basis of solid acquirement, by all means let Greek, 
as it is, be left open for him. If, however. he takes 
the modern languages, let him do so with the dis- 
tinct understanding that he must master those 
languages. After he enters the examination-room 
no word should be uttered except in the lan- 
guage in which he is there to be examined, 
Consider now, for a moment, what would be the 
effect on the educational machinegy of the coun- 
try of this change in the college requirements. 
The modern, scientifie, thorough spirit would at 
once assert itself. The natural law of supply 
and demand would assert itself. The demand isa 
now a purely artificial one, but the supply of Greek 
and Latin, such as it is, comes in response to it. 
Once let a thorough knowledge of German and 
French ard Spanish be as good tender at the col- 
lege door as a fractional knowledge of either of 
the first two of those languages and of Greek now 
is,and the academics would supply that thorough 
knowledge also. If the present academies did not 
supply it other and better academies would. 

** Lhave made no reference to the accumulated 
literary wealth of the modern tongues, much less 
compared their masterpieces with those of Greece 
or Rome. Yet I would not have it supposed that 
in taking this view of the matterI express my full 
belief. On the contrary, I most shrewdly suspect 
that there is in what are oailed the educated 
classes both in this country and in Europe a very 
considerable amount of affectation and credulity 
in regard to the Greek and Latie masterpieces. 
That is jealously prized as part of the body of the 
classics which if published to-day in German or 
French or English would not exeite a passing 
notice. There are immortal poets to-day whose 
immortality my mature judgment tells me 
is wholly due to the fact that they lived 
2,000 years ago. Eyen a dead language cannot 
veil extreme tenuity of thought and faney. In any 
event, this thing 1 hold to be indisputable: of those 
who study the classic languages, not one in a bun- 
dred ever acquires that familiarity with them 
which enables them to judge whetber a given lit- 
erary composition is a masterpiece or not. I fancy 
that it is oe native tongoe alone, or in some 
tongue in which we have acquired a facility equal 
to tbat we have in our native tongue, that weever 
detect those finer shades of meaning, that happier 
choice of words, that more delicate flavor of 
style, which always indieato the master. 
Many men here, for instauce, who eannot 
speak or German fiuentiy. can. read 
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French and German authors more readily than 
any living man read Greek, or than any, out- 
aide of afew college Professors, can read Latin} 
yet they cannot seo in the French or German mas 
terpleces what those to the language born can see 
there. The familiarity, therefore, with the classic 
tongues which would enable a man to appreciate 
the classio literatures in any real sense of the term 
is a thing which cannot generally imparted. 
Even if the beauties which are claimed to be there 
are there, they must perforce remain concealed 
from all, save a very @few, qutside of the 
class of professional scholars. But are those 
transcendent beauties really there? I greatly 
doubt. I shall never be able to judge for myself, 
fora mere lexicon-and-grammar acquaintance with 
a literature I hold to be no acquaintance at all. 
But we can judge a little of what we do not know 
by what we do know, and I find it harder and 
harder to believe that in practical riehnesas the 
Greek tongue equals the German, or the Latin the 
French. Leaving practical richness aside, are 
there in the classic masterpieces any bits of llt- 
erary workmanship which take precedence of 
what may be picked out of Shapespeare and Mil- 
ton and Bunyan and Clarendon and Addison and 
Swift and Goldsmith and Gray and Burke and 
Gibbon und Shelley and Burns and Macaulay snd 
Carlyle and Hawthorne and Thackeray and Ten- 
nyson’ If there are any such transcendent bits, I 
can only say that our finest scholars have failed 
most lamentably in their attempts at rendering 
them into English. 

* For myself, I cannot but think that the speeies 
of sanctity which has now, ever since the revival 
of learning, hedged the elassics, is destined soon to 
disappear. Yet it js still strong; Indeed, itis about 
the only patent of nobility which has survived the 
leveling tendencies of the age. A man who et 
some period of bis life bas studied Latin and Greek 
is an ecucated ;man; he who has not done so is 
only a self-taught man. Not to have studied Latin, 
irrespective of any present abfiity to read it, is ac- 
counted a thing to be ashamed of; to be unable to 
speak Freneh is merely an inconvenience. I sub- 
mit thatit ishigh time this superstition should 
come toan end. I cannot claim to speak with any 
great degree of authority, but I have certainly 
mixed somewhat With the world, its labors and its 
literatures, In several conntries and througha 
good many years. As a result of that mix 
ing Iam free to say that, whether viewed 
as a thing of use, as an accomplishment, as a 
source of pleasure, or as a mental training, I would 
rather myse!f be familiar with the German tongue 
and its literature than be equally familiar with the 
Greek. I would unhesitatingly make the same 
choice for my child. What I have said of German 
as compared with Greek I will also say of French 
as compared with Latin. On this last point I have 
no question. Authority and superstition anart, I 
am indeed unable to see how an intelligent man, 
having any considerable acquaintance with the 
two literatures, can, as respects either richness or 
beauty, compare the Latin with the French: while 
as a worldly accomplishment, were it not for fetich 
worship, in these days of unfversal travel the man 
would be properly regarded as out of bis mind who 
preferred to be able to read an ode of Horace 
rather than to feel at home in the accepted neutral 
language of all refined society. This view of the 
case is not yet taken by the colleges. 

“ «The slaves of custom and establis’d mode, 

With pack-horse constancy we keep the road, 

Crooked or straight, through quags or thorny dells, 

True to the jingling of our leader's bells.’ 

“And yet I am practical and of this world 
enough to believe that in a utilitarian and scientific 
ace the living will not forever be sacrificed to the 
dead. The worship even of the classical fetich 
draweth to a elose; and I shal! hold that I was not 
myself sacrificed wholly in vain, if what I have 
said here may contrihute to so shaping the policy 
of Harvard that it will not much longer use its 

rodigious influence toward indirectly elosing for 
its students, as it closed for me, the avenues to 
modern life and liying thought.”’ 


THE PAUPER IMMIGRANTS. 











ACTION TAKUN BY THE EMIGRATION CON- 
MISSIONERS YESTERDAY. 


At the meeting of the Emigration Commis- 
sioners yesterday, Mr. Stephenson said the com- 
mittee of which he was Chairman had waited upon 
the Attorney-General of the State and asked 
whether the commission was acting under the old 
law or the one passed at the last session of the Le- 
gislature. The Attorney-General had promised to 
give his opinion in the matter. Mr. Stephenson 


was of the opinion that the old law gov- 
erned them. He said that if persons who 
were sent here by the British Government 


could show clearly that they had friends here who 
were willing and able to take care of them they 
should bs allowed to pass. although properly 
speaking they were paupers. If the steam-ship 
companies did not accept the decision of the Sec- 


retary of the Treasury they would find their ves- 
sels greatly delayed. Commissioner ‘Taintor 
thought that in receiving immigrants the line 
should be drawn at the inmates of work-houses, 
and he offered the following resolution; 

Resolved, That the Secretary of this board is hereby 
instructed to report in writing to the Collector of the 
Portail immigrants coming to this port from Alms- 
houses or eleemosynary institutiona, “unable to take 
care of himself or herself without becoming a public 
charge,” unless authentic evidence is produced to 
show that said persons are able to take care of them- 
selves. 

Mr. Stephenson said he had not been satisfied 
with the landing of the Belgravia’s assistea immi- 
grants. The officers of the commission deserved 
no credit for theirshare of the work. Paupershad 
been allowed to land unchallenged from the Spain, 
and but for the action ef certain Commissioners 
noneof the Furnessia’s pas-engers would have 


been stopped. Mr. Stephenson moved to 
amend the resolution by adding the words: 
“And all persons who have been assist- 


ed to come here by foreign Governments.” 
After considerable discussion this amendment was 
lost, and Mr. Taintor’s resolution was carried. Mr. 
Stephenson declared with considerable warmth 
that he was a Commissioner of Emigration, sworn 
to do his duty, that he intended to beard various 
steamers from time to time, and that he did not 
intend to be governed by the resolution which had 
been passed. If he found any immigrants who ad- 
mitted having been sent here by a foreign Govern- 
ment, whether or not they had been in work- 
houses, he would stop them and make a test case 
of it. In regard to steam-ship companies refusing 
to take back immigrant paupers, Mr. Stephenson 
said he understood Colleetor Robertson to say that 
he could refuge elearances to all euch vessels. The 
board passed the following resolution, which was 
offered by Commissioner Taintor: 

Resolved, That Inspectors employed by this board 
are hereby instructed to conduct thelr examination 
of immigrants on board the vessels bringing them, 
and that the Collector of the Port be asked to detain 
the said vessels in stream for sufficient length of time 
to permit said examination. 

The names of Peter Carty and his family, who 
arrived on the steam-ship City of Richmond, and 
Mary Clifford, Nano Sullivan, and Mary Brennan 
and theirchildren, who came on the Furnessia, 
were yesterday reported to Collector Robertson 
by Secretary Jackson. ‘The Collector sent word to 
the agents of these vessels that the persons named 
conid not be landed here. The agents expressed a 
willingness to accept the decision of the Secretary, 
but they may demand proefs that the persons are 
paupers before they consent to send them home by 
the steamers which brought them out. Those of 
the as isted immigrants whose friends are willing 
and able to care forjthem are allowed to leave Cas- 
tle Garden, 

Julius Simon, a Russian Hebrew, with his wife 
and eix small children arrived yesterday in the 
steam-ship Egyptian Monarch, from London. The 
man said he was sent here by the Jewish Ladies’ 
Board, of London, and he and his family were en- 
tirely destitute. The Egyptian Monarch brought 
284 immigrants in all, but none of the others ad- 
mitted having been assisted. The steam-ship 
Canada, from Havre, landed 856 immigrants at the 
Garden yesterday; the Britannia, from the Medi- 
terrean, 182, and the Rhynland, fiom Antwerp, 259. 
None of these appear to have been assisted.

A RIGHT TO HAVE COUNSEL. 








EMMET AND FORRESTER TO HAVE A RE- 
HEARING BEFORE THE CONTROLLER. 

It was decided by Judge O’Gorman, in 
Superior Court, Chambers, yesterday, that writs 
of certiorari should issue for the reviewa! of the 
action of Controller Campbell in Cismissing from 
his department William C. Emmet and Frank For- 
rester, who were eharged with a neglect of duty 
that made easy the Carroll! defalcation. The Con- 
troller refused to allow them counsel in the hearing, 
they refused to appear at all, and tne Controller 
dismissed them. Judge O’Gorman decides that 
they were entitled to have counsel, This decision 


he bases on the section of the Revised Statutes 
whichsays “that every person of full age and sound 
mind may appear by attorney or solicitor, as the 
case may require, in every action or plea against 
him in any court whatsoever,’ and on Article L, 
section 6, of the State Constitu ion, which pro- 
vides “that in any trial in any court what- 
soever the party accused shall be allowed 
to appear and defend in person and 
with counsel asin civil actions; and also that no 
person sha)! be deprived of property without due 
process of law.”” **Thata judicial trial was con- 
templated by the Legislature in these cases,” says 
Judge O’Gorman, “seems consistent as well with 
the language of the statute as with its manifest 
intent. The regular clerks, the process of whose 
removal is provided forin said section 28 of the 
City Charter, are servants of the people, doing 
work for the people, and protected in their tenure 
of office, not because of any exaggerated care or 
tenderness for them personally, but in order to 
secure the people from the loss of competent and 
worthy servants, because of the eaprice or partizan 
motives of their superior officer. For this purpose 
it is enacted that they shall not be removed with- 
out cause stated, and an opportunity to explain 
that the cause stated is insufiieient or untrue,” 
—- —- ne 
ACCUSED OF FORGERY. 

Paul Switzer, an employe of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company, was arrested yesterday 
by Inspector Newcome, of this City, in Jersey 
City, for forging the signature of John Barrington 
to a money order at the Post Office in that city. 
The order, whieh was for $14, was presented and 
paid on April 9. 1883. Barrington and Switzer work 
together in the yard of the Pennsylvania Com- 
pany, and it is supposed the latter took advantage 
of their intimacy and gained possession of the 
order.

NEWS AND ORDERS FOR THE ARMY 
AND NAVY, 

MAJOR WASSON’S PUNISHMENT—PRAISE FOR 
ONE OF GEN, CROOK’S OFFICERS—OR- 
DERS AND LEAVES OF ABSEKNOER, 

WasHINGTON, June 28,—Secretary Lincoln 
has received a dispatch from Gen. Crook stating 
that he will arrive a Washington about July 4. 

The leave of absenee on Surgeon's certificate of 
Gisability granted to Uieut.-Col. Alexander J. Dal- 
las, Twenty-second Infantry, has been extended 11 
months on Surgeon's certifieate of disability, with 
permission to go beyond the sea. Surgeon Charles 
Smart has been assigned to duty in the office of the 
Surgeon-General and will report accordingly. 
Surgeon Smart, in addition to his duties in the 
Surgeon-General's office, will continue to serve asa 
member of the National Board of Health. 

The Indian Bureau has received a copy of a gen- 
eral order issued by Gen. Crook, complimenting in 
terms of high praise Capt. Emmet Crawford upon 
the result of his scout through Sonora, Mexico. 
After reciting the achievements of the expedition, 
the order concludes with the following statement: 
“No praise is too great for the fortitude displayed 
by Capt. Crawford and his comrades in the toil- 
some work of climbing over mountains and ecross 


cafions, moving by day and night with inaufficient 
feod, exposed to all the severities of climate, sus- 
tained simply by a sense of duty and a determina- 
tion to subdue a band of desperadoes so long a 
scourge to two nations.” 

An official order was issued to-day by Adjt.-Gen. 
Drum promulgating the findings of the court-mar- 
tial and announcing President Arthur's confirma- 
tion ot the sentence in the case of Paymaster 
James R, Wasson, and continuing as follows: ** By 
direction of the Secretary of War the sentence in 
the case of Major James R. Wasson, Paymaster 
United States Army, will take effect July 38, 1883, 
from which date he will cease to be an officer of 
thearmy. By direction of the Secretary of War 
the Kansas State penitentiary, Lansing, Kan., is 
designated as the place for the execution of so 
much of the sentence as relates to confinement, 
where the prisoner will be sent under the direction 
of the commanding General, Department of Texas. 
By direction ofthe Secretary of War the Adjutant- 
General will cause publication to be made as pro- 
vided by the terms of the sentenee.”” The term of 
the imprisonment (‘‘at hard labor’) is 18 months, 
and the requirement in regard to publication is 
that “‘the crime, punishment, name, and place of 
abode of the accused be published in the news- 
papers of the State from which he came, and in 
the newspapers of the place where he was last sta- 


tioned.’’ Paymaster Wasson, though born in Ohio, 
sere from Iowa. Galveston was his last 
station. 


The Naval Retiring Board to-day recommended 
the retirement of Commander Thomas H. East- 
man. When tho finding of the board is approved 
by the President, an order will be issued by the 
Secretary of the Navy for his retirement, and Com- 
mander Byron Wilson will be ordered before the 
Examining Board for promotion. 

The Attorney-General has rendered an opinion 
to the Secretary of the Treasury in regard to the 

roper legal construction of the acta of 1852 and 
March 38, 1883, relating to longevity pay of naval 
officers, in which he holds that the officers have no 
right to an increased rate for services rendered 
prior to the passage of the act of March 8, 1883. 

An order was issued from the Navy Denart- 
ment this afternoon detaching from the Naval 
Academy the class of naval cadets and cadet 
engineers who eompleted their six years’ course 
on June 10, and ordering them to their homes. On 
July 1 23 of this class will receive their commis- 
sions in the navy, and the rest wil be hoaorably 
discharged from the service with one year’s pay. 
When Congress convenes in December noxt a 
strong effort will be made by the friends of those 
who are to be discharged to bave them reins ated 
on the ground that the act of Aucust, 1832, was not 
intended to apply to those who had already com- 
pleted their four years at the Naval Academy. 

Paymaster D. A. Smith bas been ordered to the 
receiving ship Franklin on July 16; Lieut. John D, 
Keeler has been detached from the Saratoga and 
ordered to duty on the Coast Survey; Lieut. C. A. 
Ruschenberger has reported his return home, hay- 
ing been deteched from the Iroquois on May 23 
and placed on waiting orders: Ensign William H. 
Allen from duty on the Coast Survey and placed 
on waiting orders: Surgeon FE. Kerchner from the 
New-York Navy-yard on June 30 and ordered to 
the Colorado; Passed Assistant Surgeon L. G.

of Assistant Superintendent of Construction of the 
New-York Post Office and had eharge of all tne 
work.

mediate direction of witness. The tills rendered 
by Bartlett, Robbins & Co. were then put in evi- 
dence. Witnezs read over the charges for extra 
work and testified that one pair of stairs, for whioh 
Bartlett, Robbins & Co. charged $968, was never 
put into the building, and that other charges for 
extra work appeared on their bills for which he 
never gave any order. A number of vouchers 
which had been called for by the prosecution were 
brought in, and upon the suggestion ot Mr. Alex- 
ander the committee, at 1 o’clock, adjourned till 
to-morrow for the purpose of affording the witness 
an opportunity to inspec’ the papers.

SUING COMMODORE GARRISON. 


—__-»—— 
R la CUTTING, JR., TELLING ABOUT HIs 
TALKS WITH THK DEFENDANT. 

Robert L, Cutting, Jr., was on the stand yes- 
terday in the Marié-Garrison suit, before Referee 
Theodore W. Dwight. He testified that he became ac- 
qu.inted with the other plaintiffs in 1876, when they 
together held 36,000 shares of the stock of the Pa- 
cific Railway of Missouri. In 1875 and 1876 he 
had conversations with Commodore Garrison in re- 
gard to the Pacific Road. They spoke of the fore- 
closure proceedings, and Mr. Garrison told Mr. 


Cutting that he ought to have got rid of his stock, 
as it would be wiped out in the proceedings. 
Again, at the Union Club, Commodore Garrison 
advised him to hold his stock and subsequently 
told him he ought to go to St, Louis and become 
personally loformed as to what was going on. 
This was after Mr. Cutting had become associated 
in the present suit. He went to St. Louis. 
The Commodore promised that if Cutting and his 
associates would favor his brother as Reeeiver and 
not fight the foreclosure proceedings he would 
then buy the road and put the stockholders on the 
seme footing as they before held. An agreement 
inthe form of aletter was signed. Commodore 
Garrison's counsel had informed him that if he put 
his intention to buy the road in writingit would 
be collusion; so he did not put it in the letter, but 
said emphetically that he would buy the road. 
They then signed a petition for the appointment of 
Oliver Garrison as one of the Receivers, and in- 
structed their counsel to take no further steps in op- 
posing the foreclosure proceedings. After return- 
ing from St. Louis the Commodore told Mr. Cutting 
that certain persons were eombining to oppose him 
in the purchase of the road, and he afterward said 
that he could not fulfilithe agreement to the let- 
ter and that they must modify it. He could not 
give them 35.000 shares. If they would give him 
back the preliminary letter he would absolutely. 
promise to buy in the road. A day or two after- 
ward Garrison agreed to inerease the capital, 


said he wonld undertake to organize a 
new company, and would give them  36,- 
00@ shares out of the 80,000 of new 
stock. He was given the letter. He got his som to 


hear the verbal agreement and eal!ed upon him to 
carry out the contract in case of his death. Sub- 
sequently Commodore Garrison said he could not 
buy the road, and afterward that, if any other per- 
son bid the road up too high, he would join with 
the plaintiffs to fight that person.

REPORT OF THE REFEREE IN THE CASE 
AGAINST GEORGE OSMOND TEARLE, 

Referee John C. Gray has reported to the 
Supreme Court that in his opinion Mary Alice 
Tearie is entitled to an absolute divorce from 
George Osmond Tearle, leading man at Wallack’s 
Theatre. The testimony in the case was confined 
to the proof of meretricious relations between 
Tearle and Ethel Arden, a well-known actress, who 
is now married aud living in England. It was 


shown that this woman and Tearle lived to- 
gether as man and wife, in two houses 
in Seventh-avenue, from October, 1881, until 
May, 1882. Referee Gray says in his report: 
“Tam of the opinion that the proofs in this case 
are as nearly positive as such can be made. [I ean 
see no evidence of collusion, and there seems to 
be no doubt but that the defendant deliberately 
and openly consorted with this woman, called 


Ethel Arden, in such intimacy of living 
as to warrant the belief in a continued 
adulterous intercourse. Certainly what is 


proved is not susceptible of a construction 
of innocence. This unconcealed intimacy 
with this woman with whom he lived in the same 
apartments, and whom he beld out as Mrs. Tearle, 
while his own wi'e was in England, leaves no 
doubt as to the cuilt of the defendant. It may be 
perfectly true that the defendant desires a divorce, 
and that a decree to that effeet would be far from 
displeasing to him, but that fact can in no way 
disturb the conclusion. Guilt is not in any wise 
lessened in degree beeause of its openness or 
of the willingness of the guilty party to avow 
it; the party is quite as amenabie to the judgment 
of the court.” The report will be presented at 
Supreme Court, Chembers, for confirmation by 
Mr. Hal Bell, attorney for Mrs, Tearle. 

The suit of Edith De Belleville for an absolute 
divorcee from Frederick De Belleville, the former 
leading man at the Union-Square Theatre, was on 
the Supreme Court, Special Term, calendar yester- 
day. Asthe lawyers were not ready, it was struck 
os aa calendar, and will not be tried before next 
Fall.

STORMS WORK IN PATERSON, 

Two inches of raip fell during the storm in 
Paterson, N. J..on Wednesday night, causing an 
extraordinary amount of damage to the strects 
and sewers in several parts of the city. In Grand, 
Slater, Morris, and Marshall streets the sewers 


became choked up, and tie water was forced up 
throngh the pavement, washing out great holes in 
many places. The Morris-street sewer was nearly 
washed away. A part of the Paterson-street sewer 
was washed out, and along River-street, near 
the river, the water back. d up and filled the streets 
to a depth of 2or3 feet. In Jersey-street a num- 
ber of !\ouses in the Italian quarter were flooded, 
the water rising 2 or 3 feet above the street level 
from the backwater from the sewers. In Bergen- 
street about 50 feet of tho street and sewer were 
waehed into the river, forming a bar. The water 
rushed like a torrent down the bed of an old brook 
adjoining Union and Hamburg avenues, overflow- 
ing into the highway. carrying along huge flag- 
stones, and threatening houses, some of which 
were hastily protected from the flood by piling up 
sandbags. Asthe sewers were filled to overtlow- 
ing In some sections, the confived air rushed back, 
aud bouses blocks away were pervaded by a sullen 
roar that was notalittle alarming. It wili take 
weeks of time and thousenas of dollars to repair 
the damage done by the storm. 


THE WEAK CHICAGO MAREETS.

PRICES FOR PRODUCE GO STILL LOWER— 


THE MARKETS BADLY UNSETTLED. 


Cnicaco, June 28.—The leading produce markets 
were active to-day,and very badly unsettled, with 
great weakness. They fell to a lower polut than that 
touched a fortnight ago, but turned steadier, and 
looked at the close as if the bears had called a halt, at 
least for the present. The Nichols settlement, or 
rather non-settlement, seemed to be the principal 
cause of the early break, as it brought agood deal of 
long stuff out of the hands of operators who had pre- 
viously supposed themselves to be ult right, and the 
prevalent weakness induced another heavy calling of 
margins,which brought out the best trumpcardsof not 
afew. The offerings were not solarge, however, as on 
previous days, and the margin process was severe 


enough to give security toa point far below cur 
rent prices yesterday. Among the margin calls were 
some from the banks, on areduced baris of values. 
The curbstone feeling after the close of regular tra i- 
ing was weaker. The Board of ‘rade decided to-day 
to adjourn over Thursday as well as Wednesday of 
next week. 

# Provisions were again very weak, dipping sharply 
toward zero, and turning back again near!y as sharply. 
Pork deciined 59% cents per barrel. and closed on 
*Change 25 cents below the latest prices of Wednes- 
day, at $16 05 bid for July and $16 2v bid for August. 
Lard declined 20 cents, and closed 124% cents above 
the bottom, at $9 15 bid for July and $9 20 bid for 
August. Short ribs closed ata disadvantage of 5 to 
10 cents, at $5 05 for July and $8 20 for August, after 
selling 20 cents below those figures. The local hog 
market was weak, while Liverpool reported a further 
deciine of 1s. on lard and 6d. on long clears, his and 
the uncertainty of the Nichols settlement forced out 
more iong stuff and encouraged shorts to sell at a 
rate which forced prices down rapidly. They steadied 
some about the time of the first call, again weakened, 
and ruled steadier toward noon, then turned strons- 
ly, and closed rather weak. A great deal of business 
was done in futures, and there was a much better 
demand for cash stuff, with a belief that orders 
would be still more free if outside buyers saw reason 
to think the market here had about touched bottom, 
On the afternoon call the market was weaker, Pork 
sold down 74% to i0 cents aud meats 5 cents, while 
lard wus a shade easier, 

Flour was very dull, the inquiry not being sufficient 
to tempt ho!ders to exhibit samples. The feeling was 
weak, in sympathy with wheat, but the market closed 
with a steadier tone. 

W heat was active and irregulariy weak. It declined 
2% ceuts and closed on 'Chenge 1'ol¢ cents beiow 
the latest prices of Wednesday, at $1 003g bid for July, 
and 61 023s bid for August. {be foreign advices were 
conflicting, Loniion being called dull and neglected, 
while ‘Liverpool reported a better tone. Keceipts 
were not large, the visible supply decreased 400,000 
busheis during the last week, anu the news from Cal- 
ifornia was to the effect that the recent hot winds of 
the last few days there have much reduced the 
yleld of wheat. The feeling here would propvably 
have been stronger hut for the Nichols maiter re- 
ferred to above, which set the crowd to se!ling on the 
fearof ober trouble which was not verified except 
in a small way. ‘he longs unloaded much greater 
quantities than they were supposed to bold, and the 
buying waschiefly done byshorts. The market turned 
toward noon, on the understanding that the decline 
bad brought out a better inauiry for export in Mil 
waukee, with some hare, and whispers of an increased 
movement from New-York. There was only alight 
demand for car lots, and they dropped fully 2 cents 
per bushel in aympathy with futures. On the after- 
noon call the market declined ¥ to 16 cent, July being 
the weakest under some pressure to sell wheat ex- 
pected to be delivered out m xt eee After the 
call, August Wheat was quoted down to sellers at $102, 

Corn was moderately active and weaker. It de- 
clined 144 to 13g cents, and closed on ’Change %& cent 
below the latest prices of Wednesday, at Box cents 
fe for July and 5344 cents bid for August. The 
ritish markets were culled dull aud neglee ed, while 
receipts here were fair, considering the weather, but 
the visible supply was reported to have decreased 
300,000 bushels during last week, and there were ap- 
parently shipping orders here for all the corn on sale. 
the latter fact wou!d probably have kept corn futures 
firm but for the weakness in wheat, which sent them 
arifting down and caused low grades to decilne 
fully 1 cent. It was said that there have been 
no offerings here on ~=seccount of country 
cribs for several days. Not a few of the 
cribs are under water, which will make it impossible 
for them to furnish merchantable corn till much 
later in the season, and the backward weather makes 
other country holders careless about selling at the 
decline. The offerings of futures ‘recently have been 
nearly all by speculators,and much of it has been 
short selling. On the afternooncall the market was 
steady, but it afterward fell off % cent, in sympathy 
with wheat, the alley quoting July at 525% cents and 
August at 52% cents. 

A lot of 32,000 bushels of rye was taken here yester- 
day afternoon for direct export to France, and a cargo 
of wheat for Europe. To-day Milwaukee reported an 
active inquiry for wheat vessels to go to Einasten, 
showing that lower prices attract some custom. The 
foretgn inquiry for wheat aay have been stimulated 
2d the reports that cholera is raging in the Orient. 
The slong. of the Suez Canal from this cause would 
mean a delay of nearly three months in the European 
receipts of wheat from British India, and make au im- 
portant difference to the demand on American re- 
serves.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this region, slightly warmer, 
partly cloudy weather, occasional light showers, 
south to west winds, slight changes in pressure. 

Senator Manone has called his lieuten- 
ants together to mature plans for the next 
campaign. He is said to be very well satis- 
fied with the arrangement of the ‘ternal 
revenue districts in his State, and if it be 
true that he arranged them, he ought to be 
satisfied. Licut.-Gov. Lewis, however, is 
not so much so, since his brother-in-law is 
displaced. As Mu. Lewis represents the 
Republican contingent in the Readjuster 
camp he should expect to be sacrificed. It 
is not practical politics to feed high the hopes 
of those who can be relied upon. Moreover, 
itappears to be a part of the coalition pro- 
gramme, which is being carried out at vari- 
ous points in the South, that the offices shall 
be distributed to secure some object that hag 
not yet been publicly acknowledged. For 
that object Mr. Manone and his immwiiate 
followers are probably more useful than 
Mr. Lewis and his relatives. If Mr. Lewis 
did not understand the rule of the game 
when he went into it, he must have been 
very dull; if he did understand it, he should 
take his chances like a man, and not whine 
when his partner outwits him. 











Mr. Micaag. J. Dapy is in politics again. 
His late withdrawal from the Kings County 
Republican General Committee was only a 
step in the transfer of his political services 
and his personal hopes to a higher anda 
proader field. But we notice that Mr. 
Dany says that while in Washington, a few 
days ago, with Mr. ®1ciry, Mr. O’Brien, 
und Mr. McCorp, he shook hands with the 
President and said, ‘‘ How do you do?” 
while the President says that he saw none 
of these four statesmen. Mr. Dapy ought 
not to dispute in this way the statements of 
the President of the United States. 





It has been decided to hold the first series 
of competitive examinations for entrance to 
the Customs service in this City, except to 
the Appraiser’s Department, on the 18th of 
July. Applications wi)! 2 received up to 
the 14th. The questions to be used will be, 
it is said, prepared in Washington, but 
joubtless the experienced and intelligent 
gentlemen connected with the Examining 
Board in this City will be consulted, as their 
knowledge and skill in the matter would be 
quite indispensable. It has been determined 
that the language of the statute requires that 
all those previously examined in this City 
must be re-examined. This is a hardship 
for the applicants, but an unavoidable one, 
which will be only temporary.

Court for an injunction to prevent Gen. 
Pop and the Secretary of War from stand- 
ing inhis pathway. The ‘existing law pro- 
vides for the arrest and removal of such 
trespassers as PayNe, but they can be 
held to answer in civil suits only, the pen- 
alty being a fine of $1,000. Such a Jaw has 
no terrors for Payne. For two or three 
years the Interior Department has urged 
Congress to enact a law providing that the 
penalty shall be imprisonment, but Con- 
gress in ite wisdom has steadfastly ignored 
the department’s appeals. If it had done its 
duty, Payne would now be in jail. It is 
said that he is an impecunious person. His 
persistence and boldness give color to the 
theory advanced by some that he is sup- 
ported by powerful corporations that have 
large interests in the Territory. 





When boating had become almost a lost 
art at Yale, a few years ago, the intelligent 
exertions of one undergraduate placed Yale 
crews at the head of American amateur 
oarsmen. Bringing home from England the 
results of a careful study of rowing as 
practiced there, he taught the oarsmen of 
his college a stroke that was the perfection 
of common sense. At New-London yester- 
day he saw a Yale university eight bringing 
up the rear of a melancholy “ procession” 
not because the men in the boat lacked 
strength or were not in good condition, but 
because they had forgotten him and his 
work and were pulling the short, jerky, and 
exhausting stroke that had defeated so many 
Yale crews before his day. His old rivals 
were using the stroke that his friends had 
discarded. The Yale oarsmen can offer no 
excuse for having forgotten the teachings of 
** Bos’ Cook. They should overhaul the 
record and find out what sort of a stroke 
their victorious predecessors used. 


On its third reading the House of Lords 
has rejected the bill legalizing marriage with 
a deceased wife’s sister, reversing by 145 
nays to 140 yeas the vote of 165 to 
158 by which the bill passed its sec- 
ond reading. It is not easy to see how 
this change could have been produced by ar- 
gument, for the Bishops and Archbishopsand 
their supporters among the peers made a poor 
showing in the debate on the second reading. 
Their arguments were notably weak on 
the moral side, and the only fact they 
conclusively showed was that such mar- 
riages were contrary to canon law, 
which everybody knew. That this canon 
law, in its turn, was based on anything 
which might be calleda Divine law they did 
not show, though the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury fumbled a good deal with Scrip- 
tures in the attempt to show that. Prejudice 
being cast aside, the fact that the Roman 
Church, by dispensation, allows marriage 
with a deceased wife’s sister, that the 
Mosaic law requires it in some cases, and 
that the people of most countries practice 
such marriages in profound ignorance of 
their alleged sinfulness and without incur- 
ring the penalties which would be naturally 
supposed to follow swiftly upon the break- 
ing of a Divine law, would seem to be suf- 
ficient to convince even an Anglican that 
the people of England might safely be al- 
lowed this privilege. 





A RATIONAL PLATFORM. 

The Minnesota Republicans have adopted 
a resolution regarding the tariff which is 
much the most sensible that we have had so 
far this year. It is not made up of mere 
phrases, and it is not deceptive. It reads as 
follows: ‘‘ We believe in maintaining a sys- 
tem of internal revenue levied upon articles 
of luxury, such as whisky and tobacco, to- 
gether with a system of duties upon im- 
ports, so applied as to provide revenue for 
the necessary expenses of the Govern- 
ment, and so adjusted as to encourage 
the development of the manufacturing 
and labor interests of the whole country.”’ 
This is all that the most practical revenue 
reformers could ask, and it is what the more 
reasonable and sincere protectionists are 
willing to accept. It rejects without cere- 
mony the ridiculous notion of abolishing 
the internal revenue—a notion which obtains 
only with tricky politicians and the extrem- 
est protectionists. It recognizes the neces- 
sity of a revenue from duties on imports, 
to be measured by the necessities of the 
Government, beyond the amount derived 
from a proper internal revenue taxation. 
It also recognizes the fact that Customs 
duties of the magnitude required by our 
present condition will necessarily afford a 
certain protection to the domestic producers 
of the commodities taxed in the Custom- 
houses. And it proposes that such duties 
shall be ‘‘so adjusted as to encourage the 
development of the manufacturing and 
labor interests of the whole country.”’ 


We believe that such a proposition meets 
fairly the views of the great body of Repub- 
licans throughout the country. There are, 
of course, Republicans who would prefer a 
stronger declaration in one direction or the 
other. There are those who believe that 
Customs duties should be imposed solely 
with reference to the revenue they would 
yield; that they should be levied rather on 
articles not produced than on those pro- 
duced in this country, and that they should, 
as rapidly as possible, be reduced to the point 
of free trade between this country and all 
others. On the other hand, there are Re- 
publicans who would prefer that the duties 
on imports should be so high as practically 
to close our ports against manufactures which 
compete with our own, and they would use 
such high duties as a means of securing the 
home market to any industry which may 
ask for it. Butin neither of these classes 
are there many who would not take the 
Minnesota resolution as a fair compromise, 
such as honorable men, who agree in their 
main political ideas, may make on one dis- 
puted point. It is quite certain that there is 
room for avery useful and much-needed re- 
duction of the extreme duties still remaining, 
if the taxes are to be brought down to the 
amount required for the necessary expenses 
of the Government. It is equally certain 
that Customs dues which, with revenue taxes 
on liquors and tobacco, would yield that 
amount will, 1f fairly adjusted, afford all 
proper protection for such of our home in- 
dustries as are entitled to it. 

The course of the Minnesota Republicans 
isin every point of view far more sagacious 
than that proposed by the extremists, and 
we are confident that with a position such 


as they have taken the Republican Party in | 











the Nation can meet their opponents with- 


out fear, no matter what may be the ground | 


taken by the latter. 





EDUCATION AND THE AGE, 


The address of Coarves F’'Rancis ADAMS, 
Jr., before the Phi Beta Kappa Society at 
Cambridge yesterday was one of those whole- 
some invasions upon the traditions of the 
place which that association from time to 
time gives an opening for. Mr, Apamsisa 
Harvard graduate who for 25 years has 
been battling with some of the hard prob- 
lems of life, and he goes back to the old 
university to speak his mind freely as to the 
use which he has found in the nurture she 
gave him. He represents the spirit of the 
age, and utters its protests against the anti- 
quated modes of training which still prevail 
in our best institutions of learning. 

While his vigorous and outspoken protest 
against the intense classicism of college in- 
struction has a sufficient justification and is 
calculated to produce a wholesome effect, it 
must be admitted that his presentation of 
the case is one-sided, as perhaps it had to be 
from the nature of his purpose. It is evi- 
dent that Mr. Apams himself has not 
the instincts and the spirit of a schol- 
ar, or Latin and Greek would not 
have been quite such impenetrable mys- 
teries to his mind, and he would not be al- 
together so blind to their attractions and uses. 
But then he does not speak for scholars in 
the strict sense of the word. He assumes 
that the main purpose of education is not 
to make graceful and polished book- 
men, but to prepare youth for the work 
of life. Perhaps he underestimates the 
desirability of scholarly attainments and 
literary culture, but he does not over-es- 
timate the importance of a training which 
shall furnish men with the weapons for in- 
tellectual achievement and teach them to 
use these with effect. Achievement is, after 
all, the one great thing in life, and that edu- 
cation is best which prepares a man to 
meke the utmost use of the powers with 
which he is endowed. 

While we may not share Mr. ApAms’s 
contempt of classical learning as such, we 
cannot fail to agree with him that there are 
few college graduates who ever attain it or to 
whom it could be of much use if it were at- 
tained. Therefore, we must admit that much 
valuable time is misspent in the laborious 
acquirement of an imperfect knowledge of 
the Latin and Greek languages and a still 
more imperfect appreciation of the litera- 
ture of those tongues. It is a great mis- 
take to enforce a continuance of this mis- 
spending of the precious years devoted to ed- 
ucation. A well-equipped university should 

certainly afford the means for acquiring 
the most thorough education in the clas- 
sics for those whose tastes and aptitudes 
lead them to desire it, but it is a public 
wrong to shat out from their other advan- 
tages those who have not such tastes and 
aptitudes or to compel those who would fain 
obtain a mastery of other studies to spend so 
large a share of their time and strength on 
dead languages and literatures. 


Even Lord Bacon at this day would not 
have the presumption to take all learning 
for his province, and the average college 
student will do well if he secures full com- 
mand of a much narrower domain. There 
must needs be a division of the field anda 
confining of the efforts if anything worth 
while is to be accomplished. Most students 
are preparing, not for the cloister or the study, 
but for the practical work of life, and they 
may acquire mental discipline, the strength 
and facility .that comes from persistent 
study, while at the same time equipping 
themselves in a practical way for the work 
to be done. Mr. Apams does not overstate 


the importance of modern languages. They, 
like the introductory studies of science, 
give a man the keys to _ treasuries 
which he cannot fully explore, but 
in which he must seek for many 
a thing indispensable to his work. 
The mischief of so much Latin and Greek 
in the requirements for admission to college 
and in the requirements for graduation is 
that they stand in the way for the great 
majority of so much that is vastly more im- 
portant to the mental equipment of the edu- 
cated man. The great need is to open the 
doors of the universities wider and to ampli- 
fy and extend the resources within. Those 
who desire to become classical scholars 
should have the opportunity, but those who 
desire to devote their college years to a 
wholly different line of studies should have 
anequalchance. There should be no lower- 
ing of the standard for admission or gradu- 
ation. It should rather be higher, but under 
it there should be such a variation of re- 
quirements as to adapt it to the manifold 
needs of the modern time. 





SWINDLING BY COMPROMISE. 


A complete history of the compromises 
made by the Government with defaulting 
officers, detected swindlers, straw-bidding 
contractors, and the bondsmen of those per- 
sons against whom judgments for large 
sums have been rendered by the United 
States courts, would be very interesting, al- 
though worthy citizens who suppose that 
the laws are strictly enforced, or that an at- 
tempt, at least, is made to enforce them, 
would read it with feelings of dissatisfac- 
tion and even of disgust. As soon as the 
Government has proceeded in the courts 
and obtained judgment against a de- 
faulting Collector or Marshal, a dishon- 
est Indian Agent, or the bondsmen of 
persons in or out of the Government 
service who have defrauded the Government 
of its just dues, the defendants strive to 
avoid payment. Recent dispatches from 
Washington have given a few facts about 
several cases of this kind now pending. In 
one dispatch six cases are mentioned. The 
judgments in these cases amount to $167,- 
911, and the sums offered in compromise 
amount to only $10,870. Judgment has 
been obtained for $80,000 against a man 
who was surety for a defendant in one 
of the old whisky ring cases; he offers 
$2,250, and one of his enemies de- 
clares that he will give $10,000 for the 
Government’s claim. An _ ex-Collector 
of Internal Revenue in North Carolina 
offers $2,000 in satisfaction of a judgment 
for $20,514; an ex-Indian Agent is willing 
to pay $300 if the Government will release 
him from a judgment for $9,748; an ex- 
Collector of Internal Revenue in this State, 
over whose head a judgment for $40,000 is 
banging, offers to nay 88.570. None of 
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these offers has been accepted, but the 
Government has decided that it will take 
$1,500 in lieu of a judgment for $5,710 
against the sureties of an ex-Marshbal, 
and $1,750 in lieu of a judgment 
for $7,654 against the sureties of 
ex-Collector Hovauton, of New-Jersey, 
who is now in the penitentiary. Then there 
is the judgment for $10,000 against the Hon. 
Tuomas P. OcuILTREE, once Marshal of 
Texas, and now member of the House 
of Representatives. Col. OcHILTREE, hav- 
ing offered the Government $500, has gone 
to Europe. An evil-minded person has 
offered $5,000 for the Government’s claim 
against this genial gentleman, and the solicit- 
or is said to have the case still under con- 
sideration. 


Two or three years ago, when the star 
route ring controlled the Post Office De- 
partment, compromises were made by the 
side of which those above mentioned seem 
insignificant. Judgments found against 
ring contractors and their bondsmen were 
of no value in the opinion of an accommo- 
dating Sixth Auditor and an easy-going 
Postmaster-General who was governed by 
Brapy. (For example, in one transac- 
tion with the ring the Government lost 
$228,765, and obtained a judgment against 
one of the tools of a wealthy contractor 
for $54,815 and costs. The contractor was 
allowed to settle for $500. In another case 
the Government’s loss was $294,367, of 
which $140,315 was at once charged up 
against the failing contractor. The depart- 
ment accepted $500, although one of the 
bondsmen was a wealthy contractor and a 
member of a combination that was receiving 
more than $350,000 a year from the depart- 
ment. In the star route business a respon- 
sible surety was an exception, but when the 
bondsmen chanced to be responsible persons 
they were not disturbed. 

The Government is continually deceived 
and swindled by its own officers, and so it 
happens that judgments cannot be collected 
because sureties are worthless, or are not 
collected because sureties are powerful. 
Compromises in the Post Office Department, 
like those of which we have spoken, were 
part of the proof of the rottenness of 
that department. Ring contractors easily 
found Postmasters who would certify that 
worthless bondsmen were responsible for 
large sums, and department officers who 
would allow such Postmasters to remain in 
office, although punishment for their faith- 
lessness was clearly provided by law. Men 
who intend to rob the Government are not 
foolish enough to procure responsible bonds- 
men when careless or dishonest Government 
officers can be induced to accept so-called 
sureties who really have no property. The 
true character of the sureties is not dis- 
covered by the public until it becomes neces- 
sary to proceed against them. If both prose- 
cutor and defendant are dishonest the dis- 
covery surprises neither of them, and if the 
prosecutor is honest and does his duty he is 
able to collect but little, because other ofli- 
cers have dishonestly or carelessly allowed 
the Government to be swindled. 





THE PLUMBERS. 

The plumbers who have been in conven- 
tion in this City for two days have griev- 
ances against three classes of persons—the 
dealers in plumbers’ materials, the writers 
for the public press, and the sanitary en- 
gineers. The writers for the press of course 
merely represent the feeling in regard to the 
plumbers of the public which invokes the 
services and pays the bills of piumbers. It 
seems, therefore, from their own account, 
that the plumbers are regarded with dis- 
favor by those whose customers they are, 
by those who are their customers, and final- 
ly by the men who know something about 
their work. 

This is a bad outlook for the plumbers. 
The public feeling represented by the press, 
we are magnanimously willing to admit, 
may exaggerate the demerits of plumbers. 
It is probable that no householder has ever 
paid a bill for plumbing without feel- 
ing that it was exorbitant. Many house- 
holders have uneasy suspicions when 
they are compelled to invoke a plumber 
that the preceding plumbers have ad- 
vertently or inadvertently left holes for the 
succeeding plumbers to mend. But much 
of this feeling may come from the evident 
fact that householders do not understand the 
art and mystery of plumbing. The bills 
which they suspect of extortion may often 
be moderate; the holes of which they sus- 
pect plumbers may be due to the ravages of 
rats or time. There is no reason to be- 
lieve that the plumber is much different 
from other mechanics. No man is born 
a plumber, nor is it likely that any pe- 
culiar depravity inclines a man to appren- 
tice himself to a plumber. Saying of plumb- 
ers that they are much like other mechanics 
is only saying that they partake the tenden- 
cy—a tendency greatly fostered by trades- 
unlonism—to run ina rut of routine, and to 
do what they have learned to do and are 
used to doing without wasting any thought 
upon it. 

The advent of the sanitary engineer is 
necessarily a great blow to a mechanic of 
this kind. Sanitary science is a new thing, 
and there is no doubt an immense deal of 
humbug masquerading in the guise of sani- 
tary science. To hear a fanatical ‘‘ expert’ 
talk, you would imagine that nobody who 
lived in an old house could possibly attain 
an age of more than4or5 months. There are 
not very many thoroughly trained sani- 
tary engineers in the country, and the 
quack sanitary engincer, if not so rife 
as the quack plumber, is a good deal 
more mischievous. But the expert sanitary 
engineer is quite as objectionable to the 
plumber as the quack—in fact, more so, for 
his incorruptibility is generally in propor- 
tion to his competency. He overhauls the 
plumber’s work and scrutinizes the plumber’s 
bills. Above all, he forces the plumber out 
of his comfortable rut of routine, and the 
plumber resents him accordingly and de- 
scribes him as a ‘‘ theorist’’ and even as an 
‘* impostor. ”’ 

This was to beexpected. The ‘‘ practical 
man,’’ whouses his hands in hiscalling, al- 
ways resents the ‘‘theorist,’’ who brings his 
brains to hear on the same subject. Especially 
does he resent the theorist when the theorist 
is sprung upon him and begins to lecture 
him after he has had a long ‘‘ experience’”’ 
in doing his work without thinking about it. 
It is the recency of the sanitary engineer 
that makes him esnecially grievous to the 
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plumber. Within a generation the master 
builders of New- York held a meeting and re- 
solved that they would accept no work upon 
which an architect was employed, regard- 
ing an architect precisely as the plumbers 
now regard the sanitary engineer, as a theo- 
rist and also asa spy. Now there 1s not a 
respectable master *builder in New-York 
who would take the responsibility of erect- 
ing an important building without the aid 
of an architect. The same thing will hap- 
pen with the plumber in much less than a 
generation. But in the meantime there 
should in some way be a distinct line drawn 
between the real and the sham sanitary en- 
gineers, and it behooves the real sanitary 
engineers to draw it. 





LOTTERIES AND THE MAILS. 


The Post Office Department is once more 
called upon to decide how far a lottery can 
be considered a lawful institution and en- 
titled to the privileges of the United States 
Postal Service. Can the managers of a 
lottery send and receive money in registered 
letters and by money orders? Is a lottery 
company illegal, and therefore fraudulent ? 
It has been held that a lottery association 
organized under the laws of a State and 
conducted with honesty and fairness is a 
legitimate concern, and it may receive the 
mail matter directed to it. But the Federal 
statutes clearly declare that it is unlawful 
to send by mail any letters, circulars, or ad- 
vertisements concerning lotteries, &c. In 
this category, however, are included a vari- 
ety of schemes which are notoriously illegal 
and, in the language of the statute, ‘‘ de- 
vised and intended to deceive and defraud 
the public.’”’ The lottery men argue that 
the section above referred to was drawn for 
the purpose of checking the business of con- 
cerns organized with the intention to de- 
ceive and defraud, and that an honest lot- 
tery (if such there be) cannot justly be de- 
barred from the privileges of the mails. 


in support of this view of the law, at- 
tention is called to that clause of the statutes 
regulating the registration of letters and the 
forwarding of money orders. That clause di- 
rects the Postmaster-General to authorize 
the seizure and detention of registered let- 
ters directed to the managers of ‘‘ fraudu- 
lent’’ lottery companies. Another clause 
directs that money orders drawn to the 
order of munagers and agents of ‘‘ fraudu 
lent’’ lotteries shall not be forwarded, The 
lottery men, or at least those of them who 
invite scrutiny of their so-called legitimate 
schemes, complain that, as the usage now 
obtains, a lottery company chartered under 
the laws of a State is accorded mail facilities 
which are denied to other and equally hon- 
est concerns. There are very few States in 
which a lottery company is protected by 
local Jaw. Louisiana furnishes one of 
the very few exceptions to the general 
rule. The upshot of the litigation: arising 
from the attempt on the part of the 
Post Office Department to exclude the 
Louisiana Lottery from the mail service 
is that the original order of the Post- 
master-General excluding this lottery from 
the mails stands approved by the courts, 
but it is not executed. The law is executed, 
however, as regards other companies, and 
this so-called unjust discrimination is com- 
plained of with so much bitterness that the 
whole question is to be passed in review. 

If there were no State which authorized a 
lottery, there would be no question as to 
the right of the Federal Government to de- 
bar all lottery companies from the priv- 
ileges of the mail service. The problem 
now is to fix, if possible, a line which shall 
separate the fraudulent from the legal lot- 
tery scheme. 





HOW TO INVESTIGATE. 


Referring to the dispute between Biszop, 
the ‘‘mind reader,’’ and Mr. LasoucHeEre, 
the Pall Mall Gazette remarks that the only 
committee whose investigations of the per- 
formances of spirit mediums and ‘‘ mind 
readers’’ would be worth anything would 
be a committee of conjurers. 

Spiritualists are never tired of demanding 
that the so-called ‘‘ phenomena’”’ should be 
carefully investigated, but whenever such 
investigation is attempted the investigating 
committee always consists of persons who are 
conspicuously unfitted for the work. Either 
the members of the committee are Spiritual- 
ists or they are ordinary men who know 
nothing of juggling tricks, and are ready to 
assume that if they cannot explain the way 
in which a medium produces any given re- 
sult they must admit his claim that he has 
supernatural assistance. Now, either the 
‘‘ phenomena”’ are the work of spirits or 
they are produced by trickery. The real ques- 
tion which the investigators have to solve is 
simply whether the ‘‘ phenomena”’ are or are 
not produced by trickery. No investigator 
who is not himself thoroughly familiar with 
the methods practiced by professed conjur- 
ers can possibly solve this question. If a 
committee composed of men like MAsxks- 
LYNE, CooxE, and HERRMANN should inves- 
tigate the feats performed by Brsuop or by 
any of the spirit mediums the use of any 
trickery on the part of the latter would at 
once be discovered. And until mind read- 
ers and spirit mediums will submit to be in- 
vestigated by conjurers their claims are 
hardly worthy of notice. 





IGNORANT AND MHNDACIOUS, 


It is not probable that the readers of the 
Christian JInteligencer ever read any other 
paper. Indeed, it is difficult to imagine a 
man capable of reading both the Christian 
Intelligencer and an intelligent newspaper. 
It is therefore possible for the Christian 
Intelligencer to print almost any misstate- 
ment concerning Tae Times and to feel 
reasonably sure that no refutation of its 
misstatements will come to the knowledge 
of its readers. It is doubtless.in accordance 
with this theory that the sheet in question 
endeavors to convey the impression that THE 
Times has been guilty of forgery. 

When Tre Tres incidentally mentioned 
that CaLvin taught certain doctrines which 
modern Calvinists hold in abhorrence, the 
Christian Intelligencer uttered a how} of in- 
credulity and affected to believe that Taz 
Times was joking. Not having that pro- 
fessional familiarity with sacred things 
which the so-called religious press possesses 
Tse Tres is not in the habit of joking 
about the sacraments of the church. With 
a view of enlightening the Intelligencer, ToE 
Tres printed quotations from CALVIN’s 
writings conclusively dstablishing its orizi-

havi; the manliness to acknowledge that it 
had howled prematurely, the Intelligencer 
conteated itself with making faces at Tus 
Tres and accusing it of various high crimes 
and misdemeanors wholly unconnected with 
Calvinism. Finally the Jntelligencer, giving 
way to secular and sinful passions, says that 
Tas Trmes’s quotations from CaLvin’s 
writings were a joke, thereby intending to 
convey the impression that they were not 
genuine, But if they were not genuine, 
THe Times was guilty of deliberate 
forgery. The Christan Intelligencer has 
not the courage to accuse Tue Times, in 
so many words, of forgery, but contents it- 
self with striving to convey the same charge 
by implication. And in so doing it is quite 
aware that it is guilty of willful and cowardly 
misrepresentation. The ignorance of the /ntel- 
ligencer in regard to a fact known to every 
man who has the most superficial acquaint- 
ance with the writings of the Reformers is 
surprising, but it is better for a so-called re- 
ligious journal to be guilty of ignorance 
than to be guilty of bearing false witness 
against its neighbor. 

It is needless to say that the quotations 
made by THe Times were genuine. The 
Christian Intelligencer - is perfectly well 
aware that no respectable secular paper 
forges quotations in support of serious 
argument. Ignorant as it is of CALvIn’s 
creed, it must have more or less knowledge 
of Christianity, and it undoubtedly knows 
that the essence of a lie is the intention to 
deceive. Knowing that Tae Times is not 
guilty of forgery, the Intelligencer deliber- 
ately tries to convey the opposite impression, 
and because it does not use the word ‘for 
gery”’ it apparently thinks that it escapes the 
guilt of bearing false witness against its 
neighbor. If it really thinks that this is 
Christian conduct, then it is as ignorant of 
Christianity as it is of true Calvinism. 

The sect of. which the Christian Intelli- 
gencer assumes to be the organ is nota large 
one, but it contains many men of intelli- 
gence and education. What is their opin- 
ion of the intelligence of a Calvinistic organ 
which does not know what CALvIn taught; 
and of the Christianity of a so-called relig- 
ious paper which, when convicted of ig- 
norance, falsely insinuates that its prosecu- 
tor is guilty of forgery? The accusation of 
dullness and sleepiness has been sometimes 
brought against the sect in question by 
people who have casually read the Christian 
Intelligencer and assumed that it correctly 
represented its sect. A dull organ may be 
tolerated, but no religious body can tolerate 
as itsorgan a paper thatis both ignorant 
and mendacious. 








A favorite argument with those who fa- 
vor ‘‘cheap money’’ as a means to se- 
cure profitable trade is that the currency 
should be proportioned to the number of the 
population, and should at least not be al- 
lowed to fall below a certain ratio. Some 
light is thrown on this argument by the 
changes which have taken place in the 
amount of notes of the Bank of England in 
the hands of the public within the last 
four years. This amount on the 18th 
of June, 1879, was £28,600,000; two 
years later, June 15, 1881, it had 
fallen to £26,300,000; on the 138th of 
June this year—the date of the latest pub- 
lished figures—it was only £25,200,000. This 
is a decline of very nearly 12 per cent. in 
four years. The Economist, of London, 
says of it: ‘‘ We believe that it is to be ex- 
plained to a great extent, if not entirely, by 
the establishment of the Cotton Brokers’ 
Association at Manchester and the banking 
arrangements connected with it, which have 
produced a large economy in the use of 
notes.”’ If an organization of this sort in a 
single leading trade in one city of a country 
so highly develuped in its trade system as 
England can dispense with nearly one-eighth 
of the note circulation of the Bank of Eng- 
land in four years, it is obviously quite im- 
possible to regulate the currency by a hard- 
and-fast per capita rule. 





A panic prevails in the Levant and along 
the line of the Suez Canal in consequence of 
the ravages of the cholera. This dreaded 
disease made its appearance in India more 
than a month since, and its insidious ap- 
proach toward Northern Africa and the 
Mediterranean has heretofore excited no 
comment. Suddenly in Damietta, and at 
one or two less important points in Egypt, 
the cholera is slaying hundreds of people 
each day. A strict quarantine is enforced 
against vessels arriving at European ports 
from Egypt, and great efforts are being 
made to save Cairo and Alexandria from the 
ecourge. The flight of foreigners from Egypt 
will probably be as precipitate as it was at 
the breaking out of the recent hostilities. 
The Paris Zemps points out that when the 
cholera appeared in Bombay, last May, the 
British delegates to the Sanitary Congress 
in Constantinople prevented precautionary 
measures being taken, as these would inter- 
fere with commercial interests. This is the 
truly British notion, and there is no need 
that any newspaper should point to the fact 
that British trade is superior in importance 
to all considerations. Various sacrifices of 
life, from the conquest of India to the bom- 
bardment of Alexandria, have been in the 
interest of British trade. Why should the 
spread of the Asiatic cholera deter the move- 
ments of this sacred thing ? : 
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It is the unexpected that always happens 
particulariy.the unexpected Burien. After keep- 
fog thefFaculty of Harvard, and especially the 
Overseers who had refused him a conventional doc- 
torate, in a twitter of suspense for a week, he 
showed them on Commencement Day that there 
was nothing at all to be frightened about.

the council. You know that it is the intention to 
have a plenary council in New-York at a date not 
yet determined, forall the States at large, in order 
to lay out a uniform line of action and to discuss 
points of interest in the discipline of the 
church. The meeting of the Archbishops is 
té6 convene at the commencement of the 
, ecclesiastical year in November. They will 
" discuss the methods by which the difficulties can 
be met and best overcome. There are no great 
difficulties, but there is a want of uniformity in 
the discipline. Each Bishop generally regulates 
bis diocese as he sees fit. We have got to get some 
definite pian, which shall be most conducive to the 
welfare of the peop'e. Education is a most per- 
plexing question, as well as the too purely eccle- 
piastical discipline and the regulation of priests. 
Teligious orders have a common law to airect

them, which was laid down by the coun- 
cil of Trent. The church finds that 
some special laws are required for the 
demands of the church in this country. It is 


growing so much more rapidly here than auywhere 
else that it is necessary to place such checks in 
the way as will prevent abuses from creeping in.

State Camp OF INSPECTION, PEEKSEILL, 
N. Y., June 28.—Last nieht was the most dismal, 
dreary, and wretched the encampment has experi- 
enced this year. The rain poured down in a 
steady, uncompromising torrent from 8 o’clock

His face 
was worn and haggard, and his damp, matted 
ha.r dripped over his bDlood-shot eyes. Hix bat was 
souked into a shapeless pulp, bis trousers were 
splashed with mud up to his knees, and his clothes 
hung limp and dripping to his portly figure, He 
sank upon a camp-stool, seized a medicine bottie 
which stood upon the table, and affectionaiely 
placed its lips to his. By this familiar gesture we 
revognized our friend the fat civilian who had left 
us to go to Peekskill earlier in the evening, attired 
in an easy Summer costume—light hat, loose coat, 
white waisteoat, and Summer trousers, the re- 
mains of which stil! clung to him.

Will you believe meif iteil you that for that entire 
space of time I have been out in that howling 
rain, in that damnable mua, trying to get 
to this blasted tent througn those u»merciful 
guaras. I have, asl hope there's another bottle 
among you. I landed at the top of those steps 
from the ferry two hours ago, and have been 
passeG from sentinel to sentinel and back again to 
the terry,and trom corporal’s guard to corporai’s 
guard, and all arouca this whole filthy, floating, 
infernai, unholy swamp of a camp-ground ever 
since. When ] landed at the top of the ferry steps 
I found a knot of people there who didn’t know 
the password agd couldn't get through the line, 
but I told the gusnd I had a passport for the season 
fromthe Coionel.

I pleaded with him, but he was obda- 
rate and called the Curporal of the guard once 
more, The Corporal again took me to a light and 
read my passport. ‘I can’t pass you on 
that,’ he said. ‘I don’t want you to,’ I re- 
plied. *I want to be taken somewhere out of this 
labyrinth of sentinels. For my gray-haired father’s 
sake get me the countersign or put me out of mis- 
ery with that sword.’ ‘I'll try it,’ he said; * come 
with me?

RUDOLPH C. BURLAGE. 
Rudolph Christian Burlage, Consul-General 
for the Netherlands in the United States, and a 
commission merchant of this City, died at an early 
hour yesterday morning at his residenee, No. 412 
Pacifie-street, Brooklyn, aged 74 years. Mr. Bur- 


jage was born in Amsterdam June 11, 1809, and re- 
ceived a liberal education in that city, where he 
engaged in mercantile business at an early age. 
He spent tnree years in Liverpool, and then moved 
to Reinscheid, in Khenish Prussia, where he estab- 
lished aniron foundry. Here he remained 14 years, 
until] the revolution of 1848, when the mob sacked 
his establishment, he being regarded as _ the 
largest tax-payer in the place. Mr. Bur- 
lage soon afterward came to this City. and 
went into the commission business, founding the 
firm of Burlage & Co.,. which has existed ever since. 
On June 14, 1855, Mr. Burlage was appointed Con- 
sul-General of the Netherlands, which position he 
retained until his death. By virtue of his long 
term of continuous service he was regarded as 
Deaa of the consular service in this country. Ten 
years ago the King of the Netherlands bestowed 
upon him the order of the Netherland Lionin 
recognition of his services. His bealth had been 
poor fora year past, and he is supposed to have 
died of slow starvation. He was a widower and 
had no ehiidren of his own, but jeaves an adopted 
daughter. Mr. Burlage was a member of the Prod- 
uce Exehange, and was largely engaged in the 
busipess of exporting grain and other produce. 
The funeral services will take place from the house 
at 20’clock to-morrow afternoon and the burial 
will be at Green-Wood.

JOSEPH SPOONER. 

Joseph Spooner, who died on Wednesday at 
the age of 52 years, was one of the oldest manu- 
facturers of paper boxes in this City. He was born 
in Dover, Dutchess Coanty, N. Y., and was the 
youngest of five children. When he was 16 years 


old he learned the trade of a mechanic in Mattea- 
wan, where he married 10 years later a Miss Chan- 
dier. He moved to Middietown, Conn., immedi- 
ately after his marriage, and Jearned something of 
the manufacture of paper boxes and also ac- 
quired some knowledge of medicine, which later 
in life be was able to use to good purpose 
among his employes. At the outbreak of 
the r he assumed the management of the Star 
Armory, at Yonkers, and took charge of several 
large contracts. Two years later he was made Su- 
perintendent of the armory at Stonington. Conn., 
which office he filled until the close of the war. He 
came to this City in January, 1866, and, with his 
brother, Ebenezer Spooner, éstablished a manu- 
factory of paper boxes in Pearl-street, under the 
name of Spooner Brothers. The firm name was 
suceessively changed to Spooner, Brothers 
Co., Spooner & Bauer, and finally stood 
simply ucder the name of Joseph Spooner. 
A few days before his death Mr. Spconer made ar- 
rangements to change the business into a stock 
company, to be calied the Spooner Manufacturing 
Company. Mr. Spooner was a man of great benev- 
olence, and his loss will oe greatly felt by his em- 
ployes, to whom he showed consistent kindness. 
He leaves a widow, a son, and a daughter. The 
funeral services were held at the house No. 826 
Wert Twenty-eighth-street last evening. The Rev. 
E. P. Hibbard and the Rev. E. D. Murphy officiated.

SUSPENSION OF H. O. KENYON & CO., IN 
CHICAGO—ANOTHER FAILURE PREDICTED. 

CHICAGO, June 28.—‘‘ Killed by fluctua- 
tions in the provision market,” is the epitaph 
which was to-day written over the commercial 
grave of H.O. Kenyon & Co., commission mer- 
chants. At almost any other time in the past 
year the suspension of such a firm would 


not create much impression, but just now, when 
there are millions of unpaid obligations on the 
market, every failure adds tothe shaky feeling. 
The house of H, O. Kenyon & Co. has had a check- 
ered career. A few years agoit was one of the 
strongest firms in the country, but in the big wheat 
whirlpool here in February. 1882, it was drawn un- 
der. The creditors closed it up, but a book-keeper 
secured certain franchises and continued the busi- 
ness until about three weeks ago, when the old 
firm completed its settiement and resumed, taking 
in the book-keeper asa partner. Then came the 
six-million-dollar lard failure, followed by the gen- 
eral drop in the provision and grain market, and 
as the new firm had not gained muob strength it 
was not carrying very larce deals. It is not yet 
known exactly how serious the failureis. The 
members of the firm all had personal deals which 
lost. Itis predicted to-night that another failure 
will occur to-morrow.

DENYING THE SAFETY OF A 
ROAD’S BRIDGES. 

NEW PHASE OF THE FIGHT OF THE PENN- 

SYLVANIA AND NEW-JERSEY CENTRAL 

OVER TNE NEW-YORK AND LONG BRANCH. 


TRENTON, June 28.—The case of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company against the New-Jersey 
Central, which was to have been argued to-day, 
brought forth some startling charges that the 
New-York and Long Branch Railroad tracks and 
bridges are unsafe for travel. The case is upona 
bill filed by the complainant in the matter 
of the appointment of a Superintendent of 
the New-York and Long Branch  {Rail- 
road, The complainant insiste that the 
court alone had the power of appointment, while 
the defendant contends that the Presi'‘ent of the 
Central Railroad Compary had that right, which he 
exercised by filling the vacancy caused by the res- 
ignation of Mr. J. F, Randolph. The controversy 


brings up the question as to whether the bridge 
superstructure and piling of the Long Branch 
Road are in good condition. The complainant as- 
serts that they are not, and that two arbi- 
trators, after an examinaton, have 80 
declared. Ex-Attorney-General Wayne Mac- 
Veagh. when a motion to postpone the 
argument was made by ex-Chancellor Wilhamson, 
said that it was merely a simple proposition as to 
whether the numerous lives now being conveyed 
over the Long Branch Road had ample protection, 
and the sooner that was known the becter. “We 
are,” he said, “in a frightful attitnde, con- 
veying passengers over bridges whieh are 
absolutely unsafe, and if we _ continue to 
do it, it is with our assent. We are put 
between the upper and nether mill-stone 
and will be held responsible for circ: mstances over 
which we have no control.” Mr. Williamson said 
he did not look upon it as a very extraordinary 
case, asthe other side had already assumed the 
responsibility. It wasa rule to show cause why 
the President of the Central Railroad Company 
should not be held to be in contempt and also held 
liable. He claimed that an opportunity ought to 
be given the defendants to answer. There h d 
been a short service of the papers, and the time 
was insufficient.

STATEMENTS OF BUSINESS.

A traffic agreement has been perfected be- 
tween the Baltimore and Ohio, the Wabash, and 
the Grand Trunk Railroad Companies by which the 
last named road gains a new entrance into Chica- 
go. The route agreed upon will be over the Balti- 


more and Ohio from Chicagoto Auburn Junction, 
then by the Wabash to Detroit, where connection 
will be made with the Grand Trunk. It was stated 
authoritatively yesterday that the papers had been 
executed, and that the contract with the Baltimore 
aud Ohio was for 20 years. 


Boston, June 28.—The management of the 
Little Rock anu Fort Smith Railroad published a 
circular this afternoon to the effect that. in view 
of the suits brought against the roud on ac- 
count of State aid bonds, it had been 
thought best to devote the earnings to 
the reduction of the floating debt of the 
company. This has b2en done since Jan. 1 to the 
extent of $160,000, and the remaining debt is now 
about $112,000. It is proposed to fund the coupons 
falling due next July and January into7 per cent. 
10-year serip. The knowledge of this action had 
little effect upon the bonis themselves, since 
88 was offered for them, against previous 
sales at 89, but the effect upon the stock 
which had been selling at 8, was to force it 
down to 20 for actual sales and offers of it at 19 
atthe board. Since the board. however, the stuck 
bas been offered as low as 15for 10)-share lots. 
The officers of the company who recently attended 
the court held by Judge Miller when the State aid 
bond case was heard are confident of victory, in 
which case the funding of the next two coupons 
attached to the bonds of the road should eventu- 
ally strengthen its securities. 


WASHINGTON, June 28,—The Secretary of 
the Treasury has issued a cireular publishing for 
the information and guidauce of all concerned 
the decision of the First Controller of the Treasury, 
to the effect that payment must be made in cash 
for transportation services performed for any 
department of the Government over such portions 
of the several Pacifico railroads as have not been 
built by the aid of Government bonis, and adding 
that * Whenever practicable and more economi- 
cal to do so itis desirable that shipments of Gov- 
ernment freight be made over railroads which 
have received aid in bonds or lands from the 
United States, and to that end all officers shipping 
such freight should specify the particular route by 
which the same is to be transported.” 


CxuicaGco, June 28.,—-The Colorado Traffic 
Association met to-day and admitted the Illinois 
Central and the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and 
Omaha Railroads to membership, The percent- 
ages will be fixed hereafter.

VIGOROUS EFFORTS MADE TO CATCH MISS 
SLOCUM’S ASSAILANT. 

The excitement and indignation over the 
atrocious assault upon Miss Sarah E. Slocum, the 
school teacher, near Purdy’s Station, Westchester 
County, on Tuesday last, continued yesterday. 
Squads of armed men scoured the territory for 
miles around, hoping to captare the neero who 
committed the crime. At a !ate hour on Wednes- 
day night a posse of men drove from Purdy’s Sta- 
tion to Jefferson Valley after a man who had been 
seen on the day of the assault making his way 
from the direction of the scene of the crime to- 
ward Jefferson Valley. They had no trouble in 
finding him, for he was at home with bis aged 
mother. Moreover, he wasa white man, But as 
they had a suspicion he was the one they wanted 


he was arrested, despite his protestations of 


innocence, and taken back to _ Purdy's, 
where they arrived about 2 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. At daylight his captors 


took their prisoner to Miss Slocum’s home, when 
she said, ‘** No, he isnot the man. The man who 
as aulted me wasanegro. Of thatI am positive. 
I remember his flat nose.”” The man was at once lib- 
erated. Deputy Sheriff Erastas Fink and the young 
lady's brother, George Slocum, started soon after- 
ward for Ridgefield, Conn., the negro having men- 
tioned that name in Miss Slocum’s hearing. Other 
parties at Golden’s Bridge, a few miles beiow 
Purdy’s, and at Croton Falls, the next station 
north, were out, and the people generally seemea 
willing to give up their usual business end help 
run to earth the scoundrel who perpetrated the 
outrage. 

Odle Close, of Croton Falls, law partner of Col- 
lector Robertson, and Supervisor of the town of 
North Salem, was waited upon y: sterday morning 
by acommittee of citizens for the purpose of ar- 
ranging for the offering of a reward for the arrest 
and conviction of the negro. The Supervisor 
authorized a reward of $250 on his own responsi- 
bility, and the people of Purdy’s Station are will- 
ing to add another $250 to that amount. The 
unanimous feeling among the searchers is that if 
the right man is caught and identified he will be 
lynched. ‘ 

Information was received at Sing Sing last even- 
ing that anegro had been arrested at Danbury, 
Conn., on suspicion of being the man who com- 
mitted the assault on Miss Slocum. When the 
south-bound Pawling train arrived at Purdy's Sta- 
tion at 8:25 o’cloek in the afternoon a crowd of 
nearly 100 persons had assembled at the station 
with the idea that the negro was on tbat train on 
his way from Danbury to Purdy’s to stand 
the test of identification before his victim. 
When the train stopped Conductor Rockwell 
was summoned and told to tell where the culprit 
was. He as-ured the crowd the man was not on 
the train, nor had he received any information 
that he had been arrested. Another crowd boara- 
ed the train and made a thorough search to satisfy 
themselves that the man they wanted was not on 
board. Several went on the train to the next sta- 
tion to make sure that he would not be brought 
from sone concealed place and taken off at 
Golden's Bridge and thence to the Slocum home- 
stead, to avoid the violence of the crowd at 
Purdy’s, but the man did not turn up. Con- 
ductor Rockwell says that if the negro had 
been on that train he would hx»ve_ been 
lynched in short order after the crowd had satis- 
fied themselves that he was the real culprit. 
Smaller crowds were at Golden’s Bridge, Katonah, 
and other stations. About 50 men stopped the 
Pawling train in the evening at Purdy’s, and 
searched it for the negro, but not finding him they 
let the train goon. Deputy Sheriff Lockwood, 
who returned on this train from Danbury, de- 
clared that the negro he had been after was not 
the rightone. His assertion, however, was not 
believed by the people, who think he eitber 


had the man coneealed on the train, or 
had sent him to White Plains from Dan- 
bury on the Northern Railroad. A_ tele- 


gram was received at White Piains from Deputy 
Sheriff Crofut, at Danbury, saying that Miss Slo- 
cum’s assailant was not in that town, and would 
not be permitted to come there. 

Wright Banks, clerk of the Sheriff of Westches- 
ter County, received a dispatch at White Plains at 
8 o’clock last night from Justice W. H. Barker, of 
Golden’s Bridge, stating that ate!egram had just 
been received there from Cornwall-on-the-Hud- 
son, signed Henry Hunter, coai-dealer, stating 
that Miss Slocum’s assailant was at Cornwall 
and asking that an officer should be sent there. 
Justice Barker telegraphed that there was no 
officer at Golden's Bridge. and asked the Sheriff 
to send one to Cornwall. Clerk Banks immediately 
telegraphed Sheriff Horton, at his home at Peek- 
#kill. and sent a dispatch to Golden’s Bridze, near 
which the assaulc oceurred, to hare a man goto 
Peekskill to aecompany the Sheriff toidentify the 
prisoner. The clerk also sent Veputy Sheriff John 
C. Verplanck by carriage to Sing Sing to cateh the 
12:20 o'clock train to Peekskill, and telegraphed 
Sheriff Horton to meet Verplanck on the arrival 
of the train at 1 A. M. this morning. This was 
done to meet the contingency of Banks's dispatch 
not reaching thefSheriff. Banks then te'egraphed 
Justice Barker to send a messenger 15 miles across 
the country from Katonah to Sueriff Horton's 
house. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., June 28.—A light col- 
ored negro was arrested by Offcer Arnold on the 
the afternoon train from Pittsfield, on suspicion 
of being the one that committed the brutal 
assault on Sarah FE. Slocum, school teach- 
er, at Salem, N. on Tuesday. From 
the description seen in the New-York morning pa- 
pers the police think he is the man wanted. 


He was clad in a light checked suit 
and white shirt, without collar or cuffs. 
The officer questioned him regarding his 


shoes and revolver. The latter he said was in his 
trunk and the former he had thrown away on 
getting the new pair habad on. He gave his name 
as Samuel Benton and residence Danbury, where 
he took the train for New-Haven. He is hela at 
the police station.

GEN. LEE’S STAi1 UE UNVEILED. 


Se eee 
IMPOSING CEREMONIES—-AN ADDRESS BY 
MAJOR JOHN W. DANIEL. 
LEXINGTON, Va., June 28.—Valentine’s re- 
cumbent figure of Gen. Robert E, Lee was un- 
veiled here to-day in the presence of 6,000 persons. 
Gen. Wade Hampton acted as Chief Marshal and 
Gen. George Stewart as Assistant Marshal. The 
procession formed on the university campug at 9 
o’clock A. M, and marched to the cemetery. 
Having there decorated the grave of Stonewall 
Jackson, it returned and paid alike honorto the 
grave of Gen. Lee. The exercises were opened on. 
the university campus with pray. r by the Rev. R. 


J. McBryde, after which Gen. Jubal A. Early. the 
presiding officer, after a few remarks, introduced 
the orator of the occasion—Major John W. Daniel. 
The address delivered by Major Jolin W. Daniel 
was a very long one, and reviewed the career of 
Gen. Lee from the day when he left his home to 
join the Army of the Contederacy, in 1861, until he 
surrendered to Gen Grant in 1865. Gen. Lee, the 
speaker suid, wasa Union man at heart, but he 
looked upon his duty to his State as greater than 
his duty to the Union, and that is his vindieation, 
if any vindication of his course is required. His 
soldiers loved and honored him, and he in turn re- 
spected his men. At the close of the war he was 
offered many positions to which large salaries were 
attached, but he declined them all and cecided 
to settle on a small farm in Southern 
Virginia and pass the balance of his life in 
the peaceful pursuit of agriculture. Just 
as he was preparing to carry this pian into execu- 
t.on, he was elected President of Washington Col- 
lege, Lexington, Va., and this position he ac- 
cepted and retained until his death, in 1870. He 
siid to a friend at this time, “I havea self-imposed 
task which I must accomplish. I have led the 
young mea of the South in battle; I have seen 
many of them fall under my standard. I shall de- 
vote my life now totraining young men to do their 
duty in life.” Gen. Lee, with his liberal eaucation, 
was eminently qualified for the task which he as- 
sumed, and the institution grew rapidly under 
his direction. He substituted the elective sys- 
tem for a_ fixed curricuium, and in the 
matter of discipline he abolished the system 
of espionage, and put every student upon a manly 
sense of honor. Of Lee the man, Major Daniel 
said: “In his manners, quiet reserve, unaffected 
courtesy, and native dignity made manifest the 
character of one who can only be described by the 
name of gentleman. His intellectual abilities were 
of the higbest order and his attainments, scientific 
and military, were remarkable for one who had de- 
voted so many years of bis life to the exacting du- 
ties and details of the camp and field. He read 
much, digested what he read. and amplified his 
readings with reflective power. The military sci- 
entist studies his campaigns and finas in them 
designs as bold and brilliant and actions 
as intense and energetic as_ ever ilius- 
trated the art of war. The gallant Captain 
beholds in his bearing courage as rare as ever faced 
a desperate field or restored a lost one, and the 
private soldier looks upto an image as benignant 
and commanding as ever thrilled the heart with 
highest impulse of devotion.” In conclusion the 
epeaker said: ** And as we seem to gaze once more 
on him we loved and hailed as chief in his sweet, 
dreamless sleep, the tranquil face is clothed with 
heaven's light,and the mute lips seem to voice 
again the message that in hfe he spoke: * There is 
a true glory and a true honor—the glory of duty 
done, the honor of the integrity of principle.’ ” 

After the close of the address, Father Ryan was 
introduced, and recited his original poem, “ The 
Sword of Lee,” which was received with great ap- 
plause. Among the dis inguished persons present 
were ex-Gov. Smith, W. W. Corcoran, ex-Gov. 
Letcher. Gen. W. F. H. Lee, Gen. Fitz Lee,ex-Chan- 
seilor Bruce, of Louisville; Mrs. Storewall Jackson 
and daughter, Gen. Corse, Gen. Lilly, Mrs. Gen. 
Pickett, Mrs. Gen. J. E. B. Stuart, J. Randolph 
Tucker, and.the Hon. C. P. Breckinridge, of Ar- 
kansas.

AN ABSCONDER’S TESTIMONY. 





STEPS TO SECURE THE DEPOSITION OF AN 


EXILE IN A BANK CASE. 


CuIcaGo, June 28.—In the case of the State 
Savings Institution of Illinois, a petition was filed 
yesterday before Judge Tuler asking for letters 

‘rogatory to take the deposition of David D. 
Spencer, and a motion was made to prevent the 
Clerk of the Court from issuing a dedimus for the 
same purpose. The petition is made by Perkins 
Bass, one of the defendants in the case, and besets 
out that a notice bas been served on nim that to- 


morrow a dedimus would be sued out directed to 
J. 8. Potter, Consul at Crefeld, Germany, to take 
Spencer's testimony on oral interrogatories on the 
18th of August. Crefeld is 4,635 miles from Chicago, 
fo that according to law 57 days must be allowed 
from the time of issuing the eommission, 
which would carry the time beyond Aug. 18. 
In 1877 Spencer was a resident of Chicago, 
and absconded in order to avoid arrest. Indict- 
ments have since been found against him, and his 
only reason for remaining away is to escape trial, 
his residence still being Chicago, as is shown bya 
deed executed by him in July, 1882, to Louis Keifer. 
He bas been for the last year at Stuttgart, 125 
miles from Crefeld, and ifaresidert of Germany 
at all, is a resident of Stuttgart. Potteris the Con- 
sul at Crefeld, and for some time has been the 
agent and friena of Spencer. In April. 1882, Potter 
received a power of attorney from Spencer and 
his wife to sell certain property in Chicago, being 
their homestead. and Potier came to Chicago 
when the sale was made, and at the same time 
tried to obtain immunity for Spencer. Consulta- 
tions were had with the State’s Attorney, Leonard 
Swett, Potter Paimer, and others for this pur- 
pose, althouzh Spencer was not indicted jointly 
with others. nor were any others charged by in- 
dictment with offenses of which he claimed to 
have knowledge. Spencer, therefore, would not 
be considered as belonging to a class of wit- 
nesses to whom a Government might in its 
discretion, and for the purpose of justice, offer 
immunity or accept as a witness against others 
similarly situated. The basis on which Spencer 
sought to have the indictments quashed was that 
if such promise was obtained he would testify so 
as to enable large sums to be realized from Bass 
and others, thereby seeking, as is eharged, “ to 
place the State Government or its officials in the 
attitude of interfering in a private suit, and of 
lending its aid to the complainants or Receiver, and 
of releasing a person charged with erime, 
not to secure the conviction of others, but 
to obtain money to be disbursed by the Receiver.”’ 
Potter, therefore, being an agent and attorney of 
Spencer, isa highly improper person to take his 
deposition, as he cannot be disinterested and im- 
partial. But, even if the deposition should be 
taken in this way, it will not by the lawsof Ger- 
manv be under oath so asto sustain a charge of 
perjury. Bass, therefore, asks that if any necessi- 
ty exists for taking Spencer’s deposition it be done 
by letters rogatory directei to some cou't or 
Judge. The arguments on the petition wi’) prob- 
ably be heard Monday. It may be stated that 
Spencer really did carry on negotiations through 
his agent, Potter, to have the indictments against 
him drovped. but the State Attorney was ob- 
durate, and Potter left without having accom- 
plished his purpose.

HEROISM OF AN ENGINEER. 


——— 
SACRIFICING HIS LIFE TO SAVE THE PASSEN- 
GERS ON HIS TRAIN. 

CHARLESTON, 8S. C., June 28.—The fast ex- 
press train from Summerville this morning, when 
three miles from this city, was turned from the 
main track toa siding by a misplaced switch and 
ran into two loaded cars which were standing on 
the siding. Theengineer, J Samuel Smith, was in- 


stantly killed, and the colored fireman, Paul Wash- 
ington, received injurizs from which he died later 
intheday. The engine was demolished and the 
engineer’s bodv was cut completelyintwo. There 
were about 150 passengers on the train, none of 
whom were hurt. They owe their lives to the 
heroism of the engineer, who, instead of jumping 
from the engine after the train left the main track, 
occupied himself during the run of 75 yards to the 
scene of the collision in reversing the engine and 
putting on the air-brakes, The accident was caused 
by the carelessness of a section master, who was 
repairing the switch at thetime. Tne Coroner's 
jury in their verdict placed all the blame on the 
section master, H. G. Stewart. He was arrested 
and committed to jail in default of $2,000 bail.

PRESIDENT POTTER'S REMARKABLE TREA%S 
MENT OF THE GRADUATES. 


Scuyectapy, N, Y., June 28.—When Press 
dent Potter handed a neatly tied package to one 
of the Seniors of Union College on the Commence. 
ment stage yesterday, everybody supposed the 
graduates had received their diplomas. But the 
package contained no diplomas. After the exer- 
cises were over Dr. Potter told the boys they 


couid get their diplomas by calling at his 
house, Tho graduetes were in a hurry ta 
leave for their homes, and moat of them called on 
the President during the afternoon. As each stu: 
dent asked for the diploma he was entitled to he 
was severely cross-questioned by Dr. Potter 
regarding his opposition to the President. Dr. 
Potter had evidently not forgotten that a short 
time ago the Senior Class passed resolutions 
of confidence in the Faculty, and that yesterday 
afternoon the boys had in class meeting vigorously 
denounced the removal of Prof. Webster. 
His questions were bitter, and, in some 
cases, insulting. Having finished his in- 
terrogatories, the President informed the 
graduates that the diplomas were not yet signed 
by him and could not be until after a Faculty 
meeting, which was to be held on Friday. Then 
the boys were invited to call on the President 
again this morning. , 

This was such an entirely unusual proceeding 
that some of the graduates asked members of the 
Faculty what it meant. The Professors replied 
that they had nothing further to do with the diplo- 
mas, their authority having ceased when they 
recommended the 82 Seniors for degrees. Judge 
Landon, a Potter Trustee. heard of Dr. Pot- 
ter’s action last evening, and counseled him 
to give the boys their diplomas ana make no fur 
ther trouble. The President bas apparently takeu 
the Judge's advice, for some of the graduates got 
their diplomas to-day. Dr. Potter’s remarkable 
course this week has not added much to his 
strength among the Alumni.

THREE SURPRISES FOR THE KNOWING ONES— 
** PLUNGER’? WALTON’S HEAVY LOSS— 
HULA FALLS DEAD ON THE TRACK. 

Yesterday was an exciting day at the Sheeps- 
head Bay course, The crowd was large and the 
betting very heavy. “he first, fifth, and last races 
Were great surprises forthe knowing ones, while 
“Plunger” Walton received a severe set-back and 
lost over $25,000 during the day. He backed the 
mare Hula in the fourth race very heavily, but she 
fell dead during the race, and his faverite jockey 
Donahue lost the mile and a quarter by careless 
riding.

MR. KIRE'’S BAD iN VESTMENT,

THREE MEN IN CUSTODY FOR DEALING IN 
FORGED MISSOURI CERTIFICATES, 

Edwin R, Kirk, a sail-maker doing business 
at No. 195 West-street, and residing in Hoboken, 
N. J., told Inspector Byrnes, Tuesday, of the man- 
ner in which he had been swindicd. Four or five 
months ago, he said, he made the acquaintance of 
Isaac A, Biggs, a broker, who has an office at No, 
248 Breadway, and Biggs offered to sell bim a lot 
of Missouri State bonds, which were quoted low in 
the market, but which he represented were a eapi- 
tal investment. The bonds were issued in payment 


of soldiers who had served tn the Union army, but 
were not binding upon the State until the United 
States shouid assume the Missouri war debt. The 
plausible statements of Biggs led Mr. Kirk to pur- 
chase from him these certificates of indebtedness to 
the amount of $271,185, face value. Subsequently, 
he became suspicious, and a correspondenve with 
the Miesouri State authorities proved that the cer- 
titicates were forged. The forged certificates bear 
the imprint of Henry Seibert & Brother, lith- 
Ogrepbers, at Nos. 12 and 14 Warren-street, who 
were alxo the engravers and printers of the gen- 
uine certificates. From this firm Mr. Kirk asver- 
tained that during 1881 Biggs and two o!ber men, 
subsequently proved to be Emil Brie, a lawyer. of 
No. 115 Nassau-street, and Wesiey Lyon, also a law- 
yer, having an office in Broadway, had induced the 
firm, by means of forged letters from the Missouri 
State Treasurer, to print 7,000 new certificates, which 
were delivered to Biggs una his assoc‘ates. It was 
a portion of these vertificates, filled out and bear- 
ing forged signatures of the State officers and a 
counterfeit State seal, that Kirk purchased. 

Kirk was taken before Justice Power, at the 
Tombs Police Court, where he made the necessary 
affidavits, and warrants were issued for the arrest 
of Bizgs, Brie. and Lyon. Biggs lives at No. 155 
East Seventy-sixth-street, Lyon in One Hundred 
and ‘T'wenty-second-street, near the Western 
Boulevard, and Brie in Stamford, Conn., where he 
bas a handsome villa and has been looked 
upon by his neighbors as a very wealthy 
and highly respectable member of the Bar. 
Ati1o’clock yesterday afternoon Biggs and Lyon 
were seen together at Broadway and Pine street. 
Detectives Radford and Dusenbury pounced upon 
them and took them at once to the Wali-street 
otfice of the Detective Bureau. There they were 
quietly detained while Detective Von Gerich- 
ten was looking for Brie. It was 3 o’clock when 
he was arrested in front of his office. Then all 
three were taken to Police Head-quarters, but 
Were not permitted to communicate with each 
other. They will be taken to the Tombs Police 
Court this morning. 

Inspeetor Byrnes sars that Biees is known asa 
“professional fraud.” He is nearly 70 years old, 
and was arrested many years ago for + ttempting 
to black-mail the late John Jacob Astor, and 
served five years in prison for that offense. He 
trades in all kinds of bogus and * wild-cat” shares. 
When arrested there were found in his possession 
three one-thousand-dollar first mortgage bonds of 
the New-York and Atlantic Railway, bearing in- 
terest at the rate of 6 per cent. in gold; three one- 
hundred-dolla: 6 per event. gold bonds of the 
Chicago, Brazil and Obio Railway and Coal Com- 
pany, and a number of certificates of stock 
in the Somerville Mining Company. Brie 
is a Frenchman, about 55 years of age. 
In 1868 be was arrested in Michigan for 
forgery, in company with the notorious 
Sacias. Both were convicted. Brie served seven 
years and Sacias died in prison. Lyon wes arrest- 
ed about 18 months ago by Detective-Sergeants 
Frink and Radford, charged with having swindled 
a man named Middleton out of $500 by selling him 
alotof bogus mining stock. He was released on 
giving $6,000 bail, and the case has never been 
brought to trial.

THEY DEXY THEIR WEALTH AND FORM A 
NATIONAL ASSOCIATION. 

When the National Convention of Master 
Plumbers was called to order in Masonic Hail, yes- 
terday morning, by Chairman W. E. Foster, of 
Norfolk, Va., the room was only one-quarter filled, 
but as the day progressed the attendance graauaily 
increased. Among the assembled millionaires 
were many present and past politicians. J. J. 
Powers and W. J. Roach, of Brooklyn, are both 
connected with the Board of Health. John Mc- 


Cart, of Baltimore, is an ex-Alderman; James T. 
Davlin, of Boston, is an ex-member of the Cam- 
bridge city Government, asd James F. Dacy was 
formerly a Boston Alderman. Two Chicago 
Aldermen are plumbers, but they could not be 
present at thisconvention. The principal business 
of the morning was the sttempt on the part of the 
plumbers te deny their well-known wealth. Chair- 
man Foster admitted that be wore diumonds, but 
explained that they were not bougit out of the 
profits of his business. Other wealthy members 
made similar statements. James T. Daviin de- 
nied that the diamonds which were so lavisa- 
ly displayed were anything more than paste, and 
an out of town delegate said the profits of the 
business were very small, and those members who 
dressed richly had all inherited or married their 
wealth. When this discussion had ended the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions reported that the name of 
the new society they were assembled to organize 
should be the National Association of Master 
Plumbers, and that the prircipul object was to 
promote mutual kindly relations among members 
of the trade; to protect each other against im- 
position, injustice, and encroachment upon their 
common rights and interests. and to regulate the 
system of apprenticeship, so as to prevent the evils 
growing out of insufficient training in the responsi- 
ble duties which devolve upon plumbers. 

In the afternoon the report of the Committee on 
Organization was reviewed in Committee of the 
Whole, Henry J. Burke, of Philadelphia. acting as 
Chairman. Hie said he had come here to vote for 
the establishment of the association and to ** chas- 
tise such ot his fellow-men as sold direct to custom- 
ers instead of to plumbers.’’ His sentiments were 
applauded to the echo. The election of officers 
was attended with tumultuous excitement. It re- 
sulted as toliows: President—George D. Scott. of 
New-York; Vice-Presidents—A. Young, of Chi- 
cago: J. W. Birkett, of Brooklyn; Robert Morgan, 
of New-Haven; W. E. Foster, of Virginia; J. H. 
Garretson. of Jersey City; James Smith, of Cleve- 
land: James Tucker, of Boston; 8. S. Shed, of 
Philadelphia; T. P. Truite, of Detroit; Thomas 
Phillips, of Providence: D. B. Foster, of Baltimore, 
and H. J. Burke, of Philadelphia; Recording Secre- 
tary—E. Murpby,of New-York: Financial Secretary 
—Enoch Remick, of Philadelphia; Treasurer—M. | 
J. Lyon, of Brookiyn; Executive Committee—A. 
Mead and T. J. Byrne, of New-York: George Cum- 
mings, of Brooklyn; J. F. Blackshaw, of Newark, 
and E. Dunn, of Philadelphia. After the election 
the convention adjourned sine die. The association 
will told its first meeting in the same hall this 
morning at 10 o’clock.

TRADE DOLLAIS IN DISFAVOR. 


—_——_\_——_ 
THE MOVEMENT AGAINST THEIR USE 
ERING STRENGTH. 


Printed cards were hung up in very many 
places throughout the City yesterday reading as 
follows: 


Notice to Customere,—Trade dollars will not be re- 
ceived here after July 1. The Government will not re- 
ceive them for dues, but will only buy them at the 
Price of silver. Now worth about S6 cents. 


Holders of the “* boycotted” dollars were excited 
and nervous, and those who had large amounts of 
them expressed the opinion that the Government 
was a “ downright fraud.” It sbould, these peo- 
ple thought, pay 100 cents for every one of the dol- 


lars issued. Those persons who had small amounts 
laughed over the matter, saying that they. would 
be able to get rid of the dollars without loss. Some 
of the brokers would pay 90 cents for them, but 
the most prominent among them would not

give more than 8 cents. The committee 
of five appointed at the meeting of 
farm produce merchants to devise means 


to drive the objectionable dollar out of circulation 
was much pleased. Many merchants who were 
not willing to sign the agreement to refuse the 
coin at its nominal value after July 1 would not 
take them yesterday except at a discount. The 
cigar-makers employed by F. & A. Frey, of Cort- 
landt-street, informed their employers that they 
would not accept the obnoxious coins in payment 
of wages hereafter. The excitement over the 
matter was increased during the day by the ap- 
pearance of a placard which read as folluws: ‘Do 
not be deceived! Demand good money for your 
laborand goods! Trade dollars will not be re- 
ceived after July 1, 1883. The Government will not 
receive them for dues, but will only buy them at 
the price of silver, now about 8944 cents."’ Copies 
of this were exhibited in bar rooms, were posted 
on dead walls, and seen in ali places where they 
could attract attention. 

It was ascertained that the author and publisher 
of the placard was James R. Thomas, of No. 38 
Wall-street. He sailtoa Timgs reporter that ho 
had a deep interest in the question, as he had 
watched the growth of the trouble from tue begin- 
ning. “The difficulty arose among the produce 
merchants on the west side. They receive these 
trade dollars at par from the retail grocers, who in 
turn receige them at par from their customers. 
When a grocer gets a lot of trade dollars about the 
only thing he can do with them is to pay them 
over to his produce merehant. When the latter 
getsalot of them he cannot bank them, because 
the banks will not take them. The consequ2nce is 
that he is compelled to sell them to the brokers at 
a discount. Then down comes the manufacturer, 
or any man who has a large number ot em- 
ployes, and buys them at, say, 95 cents from 
the broker, who paid 90 for them. This 
manufacturer pays off his hands with them, 
and the next thing vou know they are back in the 
coffers of the produce man. He can’t pay the 
farmers with them; he sendsthem checks. The 
result is that the produce man suffersaioss. I 
know firms who have lost from $1,200 to $1,800 in a 
year in discounts on trade collars. Now the keep- 
ers of small stores find that the produce men are 
refusing trade dollars, and they must in turn do 
the same. Thus the poor man is made the sufferer, 
and his only plan is to refase to take the miserable 
coin. Why. they're worth only 83 cents each to 
meltup. No one ought to take atrade dollar now, 
and after July 1 no one will. unless he is out of his 
senses. Brokers told me to-day that these coins 
would be down to 86 cents before the close of busi- 
ness. I don’t know whether they did so, but I 
know that J sold some about midday for 90 cents 
each. I can’t doanythingelse with them. I find 
that many persons are receiving them now only 
for their actual value, and that is what every one 
should do.”’ 

A west side bankerand broker, who has handled 
larger amounts of the coin probably than any 
other broker in the City, said that while it wasa 
profitable adjunct to his business it had so many 
disagreeable features that he was glad to be done 
with the matter, and he was the first to re- 
fuse to pay more than 90 cents per dollar. 
He was the first broker yesterday to demand a dis- 
count of 15 cents, and he predicted that there 
would not bea grocer in New-York on Saturday 
who would take the dollar for more than 85 cents. 
Various opinions were expressed by produce mer- 
chants as to what the Goy rnment should do in re- 
gard to the redemption of the trade doliar. Some 
were of the opinion that it should be redeemed at 
par, asits circulation had been countenanced hy 
the national authorities, Others believed that the 
Government should not be held responsible for the 
losses of holders, and that the dollars should be 
melted into bars and the silver sold for what it 
was worth. According tothe report of the Director 
. a4 Mint, the total issue of trade dollars is $35,- 

59,360, 


A COUNITERFLITER CAUGHT. 








CITY MARSHAL SLATER STUMBLES ON THE 
WORK OF A, F. BALDWIN. 

Secret Service Agent Drummond, with his 
assistant, Daniel McSweeny, were busily engaged 
last evening in overhauling a trunk and desk be- 
longing to A. F. Baldwin, who had been arrested 
late in the afternoon with counterferfeit quarters 
aud haif-dollars on his person. In the bottom of 
the trunk, which was of small size and covered 


with tin, were over 400 plaster molds of 10-cent- 
pieces, quarters, and balf-doHars, while scattered 
among them were packages of coin of correspond- 
ing denominations. A small lot of Canadian coins 
was also found. A full apparatus for turning out 
the spurious coin accompanied thetrunk, in boxes, 
including a lathe, files, tools for reeding, two or 
three batteries, and ladies and crucibles, Among 
the other articles in tthe trunk were eight albums, 
one of which contained pictures of actressess and 
celebrities, including Jim Fisk, Ed Stokes, Beecher, 
and others. An old Bible was laid away in brown 
paper, while under a false shirt front was the care- 
fully wrought motto, *‘God Bless Our Home.” A 
little further down was a book entitled * The Poe- 
try of Compliment anu Courtship.” Besides these 
there were many note-books, packages of visiting 
cards, and various other articles. 

City Marshal Slater went to No. 129 Bleecker- 
street yesterday to dispossess Baldwin for not hav- 
ing paid his rent, and on going through the rooms 
he discovered several of themolds. Tnese he took 
to Superintendent Walling at Police Head-quar- 
ters, who sent word to Mr. Drummond. Officer 
McSweeny immediately went to the hou-e and 
found that Baldwin had just gone away with two 
valises. After a time he came back, and at 4 
o'clock MeSweeny arrested him, finding the spuri- 
ous money in his possession. The counterfeiter 
gave his name first as Abram F. Baldwin and after- 
ward as Alfred Baldwin. To Agent Drummond he 
said his name was Frank. He then said he had 
lived at the house on Bleecker-street with only bis 
wife, who wes now at No. 53 West Fayette-street, 
Syracuse, N. Y. Inthe trunks were a number of 
cards—A. F. Baldwin, laces, embroideries, and 
ladies’ furnishing goods, No. 575 Broad-street, New- 
ark. He maintained his innocence, but refused to 
state where the moldscame from. He had been 
turned out of the house for not paying rent. 

Inside the house a room was found fitted witha 
private look. The house is the one in which John 
Waldron, who counterfeited trade dollars. was 
trrested last October, and who is now serving a 
five years’ sentence in the Kings County Peniten- 
tiary. As Baldwin could pot name any place to 
which his furniture could be taken it remains in 
front of the house. ‘Baldwin was locked up in 
Ludlow street Jail, and will be taken before a 
United States Commissioner to-day. His wife has 
been notified of his arrest. The prisonerhad never 
been heard of by the Secret Service officers, but 
his work, they say, was very good.
